that of the late Warren Tarbell. Tower 
Hill came fully prepared to have the school 
where Oscar Brown now lives.

End Came Wednesday Morning 
of Heart Disease. 


AFTER ILLNESS OF NEARLY A YEAR. 


A Man Prominent in Church Work and 
Interested in All That Was Best 
in His Town. 


James C. Wing, 71, died at his home on 
Central street in Palmer Wednesday morn- 
ing about 6 30 of heart trouble, from which 
he had suffered for about nine months. In 
his capacity as superintendent for the 
Flynt Building and Construction Company 
he began the erection of the Holmes me- 
morial gymnasium for the academy at 
Monson the Jatter part of last year, but 
was obliged to give up soon after the work 
was started. His trouble was valvular 
affection of the heart, and since May he 
had been unable to walk, although he had 
been able to ride until within a short time 

James Cordis Wing was born in Fay- 
ette, Kennebec county, Maine, June 12, 
1829 His ancestry was traceable in the 
direct line to 1485, when Theodore Wing 
was knighted by King Henry VII of 
England. Another ancestor, John Wing, 
came to Saugus, Mass., in 1630, and shortly 
after, with nine others, was induced to 
join the Pilgrims at Plymouth. He had 
his allotment of land laid out by Miles 
Standish and John Alden, and it is now in 
the possession of his descendants. Mr. 
J. C. Wing’s great-grandfather settled in 
Fayette, having taken up wild land and 
cleared a farm. Mr. Wing’s education was 
gained in the public sebvols and in the 
high school of that town, where he went 
for a few terms. He taught for several 
years, at which vocation he was successful. 
Then he engaged in the cotton manufac- 
turing business at Manchester, N. H, in 
which he was very successful, starting at 
the bottom and rising to be general 
manager, holding places of trust and re- 
sponsibility. Indoor work did not agree 
with him, and he resigned his position to 
become draughtsman and bookkeeper for 
the W. N. Flynt Granite Company of 
Monson. Later he was promoted to be 
superintendent for the company, which 
position he filled until about a year ago. 
He had supervision of the erection and 
completion of many large manufactories 
and public buildings. He was a valuable 
employe to the company, being throughly 
versed in every detail of his work. He 
was twice married and leaves besides a 
widow two sons, one of whom is chief 
engineer in the employ of the Lynn and 
Boston Railroad, and the other, Newton, 
lives at home. Mr. Wing was a member 
of the First Baptist church in Lynn, and a 
few years ago joined the Second Congre- 
gational church in Palmer, of which he 
was deacon at the time of his death. For 
many years he was a member of the 
Masonic and Odd Fellows orders, taking 
high rankin the latter, and having been 
entitled to a seatin the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of the United States. At the break- 
ing out of the Civil War Mr. Wing was 
offered a captain’s commission, but owing 
to circumstances beyond his control was 
unable to accept. He gave liberally of his 
time and money to keep the quotas of his 
district filled. He was a Republican and 
was always ready to help his party by 
word or action, though never ambitious for 
public office. He was ever keenly in- 
terested in the welfare of his town, anxious 
for the promotion of the greatest good, and 
especially desirous of her advancement in 
educational matters. He always took an 
interest in historical places and articles, 
and was largely instrumental in the forma- 
tion of the Palmer Historical Society, of 
which he had been president since its 
organization two years ago. 

The funeral was held at his tate home 
this afternoon, Rev. F. B. Harrison of the 
Congregational church Officiating. Mrs. 
Rufus Flynt of Palmer and Mrs. A. D. 
Norcross of Monson sang, and the bearers 
were Deacons W. A. Breckenridge, J. B. 
Shaw and C. W. Bennett of the Congrega- 
tional church, L. H. Gager, superintendent 
of the Sunday school, O. P. Allen, clerk of 
the church, and Dr. G. H. Wilkins. The 
body will be taken to-morrow morning on 
the 6 22 train to Wayne, Me., for burial in 
the Wing family cemetery beside his broth- 
ers, ancestors and other relatives. 

Mr. Wing was a man who will be greatly 
missed in the community. While in no 
sense a public man, he was deeply inter- 
ested in the welfare of his town, and had 
the faculty of making warm friends of all. 
He was a young man at heart, and his 
friends among the young people were num- 
bered by scores. He was for a time as- 
sistant superintendent of the Sunday 
school of the Congregational church, and 
later teacher of a class of middle aged 
people, the members of which mourned 
the times when business necessities took 
him away from his place on the Sabbath. 
He was liberal in his interpretation of the 
lessons, but withala firm believer in the 
teachings of the Bible, and a deep student 
of it and its history, and those of his 
class always found something helpful to 
take away with them. His place in the 
community, the church and among the 
young people it would be difficult to fill. 





Child Drank Kerosene Oil. 


Laura, the 1}-years-old duughter of Mrs. 
Thomas Samson of Uburch street, Thorn- 
dike, drank a quantity of kerosene from a 
cup in the home of Mrs. Alexander Reo- 
pell on Tuesday, and it caused the little 
one trouble which at one time threatened 
to be serious. The child was left at Mrs. 
Reopell’s and climbed to where the cup 
had been left while Mrs. Reopell was clean- 
ing some furniture. As soon as it was dis- 
covered that the child had swallowed the 
liquid she was taken by Mrs. Reopell to. the 
kitchen and made to drink a large quantity 
of milk, inthe hope that it would cause 
vomiting, but it failed to work. The child 
remained in a slumber: most of the day, 
but has since fully recovered. 





Boy Drowned at Red Bridge. 


An Italian lad about 12 years old, by the 
name of Camarello, was drowned at Red 
Bridge Monday afternoon. He was em- 
ployed as a water boy with the gang at 
work on the new dam there, and was off 
duty in the forenoon. He had left the rest 
of the company and was not missed until 
he failed to return at noon. A search was 
made and his clothes were found ou the 
river bank, and a little later his body was 
recovered from the river a short distance 
from the shors. He had evidently been in 
bathing and being unable to swim had 
drowned with no one near.

WANT NUISANCE ABATED. 


Board of Health Petitioned to Order Open 
Drain Covered. 


The board of health has received a 
petition asking them to order the select- 
men to abate, within 20 days, the nuisance 
caused by the open drain which runs 
along Commercial street from Water street 
to the river through land of the J. M. 
Converse estate. The petition is signed 
by some 20 persons, 4 good proportion of 
whom live across the river and have to 
pass along Commercial street to get into 
Palmer. 

The matter was first complained of to the 
state board of health by D. F. Holden. 
That board reported that it had no 
authority in the case, that.it could be only 
an advisory body, but that the local board 
of health had ample power to abate the 
nuisance. It also senta Copy of a letter 
written concerning the matter in 1890, 
when it was proposed to empty sewage 
along that drain, in which attention was 
called to the fact that the proposed system 
of sewers of the town called for carrying 
all sewage to a point below the B. and 
A. bridge over the river, and that the 
emptying of sewage into this drain was in 
violation of the accepted plan for sewers. 
A letter from the board dated July 5, 1900, 
calls attention to the condition of the water 
in the river between Commercial street 
and the railroad bridge, an analysis of 
which shows traces of sewage, which it 
should not do. A letter to the selectmen 
asking that the nuisance be abated was 
sent by Mr. Holden, but that body has 
taken no action in the matter. 

The board of health agrees that the 
nuisance ought to be abated, but just what 
the powers of the board in the matter are 
is a little uncertain. The selectmen say 
that they have no money with which to 
work on this place, and suggest, as cold 
weather will soon be here, letting the 
matter rest until the annual town meeting 
next spring, when the voters will be asked 
to do something about it. In response to 
this suggestion the petitioners say that 
several years ago an appropriation was 
made for extending this sewer to the 
river, but was never used; they say that if 
it is allowed to rest now it may never be 
heard of again, so far as action is con- 
cerned, until another vigorous push for 
abatement is made. The drain has been 
in existence for 20 years or more, and has 
been decidedly more offensive in times 
past than now. It formerly carried a 
large amount of sewage, but when the 
large sewer was putin on Main street be- 
tween Walnut and Thorndike streets a 
couple of years ago the entrances were 
changed to it, so that at the present time 
there is but one closet emptying into the 
Commercial street sewer, which is kept 
constantly flushed by the discharge of 
water motors into it. The Boston and 
Albany private sewer from the passenger 
station empties into the drain about a 
third of the way from Water street to the 
river, and the greater portion of the 
offensiveness comes from this. 

The board of health held a meeting Wed- 
nesday and discussed the matter, but did 
pot come to a decision because of a lack of 
knowledge as toits powers regarding it, 
and a decision as to just what was the best 
thing todo. Mr. Holden, who is pushing 


the case, is decidedly in earnest, and is 
likely to keep the board reminded of the 
matter. 





Troubles of a Married Man. 


Antonina Olivio, a pretty importation 
from Sunny Italy, satin the witness chair 
in the district court Wednesday morning 
with her year old infant and told harsh 
things of her husband, Antonio, who she 
claimed had failed to support her in a 
manner suitable to her needs. Antonina 
and Antonio were married in court June 
29, after they had lived happily together 
for two years, supposing that the marriage 
license which they had procured of the 
Monson town elerk was all the ceremony 
necessary. Then the serpentin the form 
of a mother-in-law entered their Eden, and 
Antonina rebelled. In the embroilment 
Antonio learned the true condition of 
affairs concerning their marriage and pre- 
pared to leave his spouse, which she pre- 
vented by having him arrested. Although 
married, they did not ‘“‘live happy ever 
after,” for Antonina refused to reside in 
the house with her husband’s mother. He 
provided another house for her however, 
and asked her to come and live with him, 
also sending four ambassadors to plead his 
cause. The fair Antonina turned up her 
nose at the habitation however, and de- 
manded another tenement. This Antonio 
could not well furnish, as the one he had 
secured was the only one vacant in the 
vicinity of his work. Antonina still de- 
clined to share his bed and board, and then 
had him arrested for non-support. A 
Boston lawyer-was engaged to present her 
side of the case, which was decidedly slim, 
it being shown that since she left Antonio 
she bad not even asked him for support or 


clothes. Antonio was absoived from all re- 
sponsibility in the matter, considering the 
provision he had made for her welfare, and 
new developments are awaited. 








- Ware Young Woman’s Suicide. 


Miss Emma C. Gilbert, 20, formerly of 
Ware, committed suicide at her home in 
Enfield Monday morning by shooting her- 
self. She went to her brother’s room 
about 715 and taking a revolver from his 
trunk shot herself in the right temple and 
died almost instantly. Miss Gilbert was a 
remarkably bright young woman, but for 
the past few weeks it was noticed that 
hard study had affected her health until 
her mind was unbalanced, and it is 
evident she took her life while suffering 
from a great mental strain. She was the 
youngest daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Gilbert, and was born in Enfield, Decem- 
ber 2, 1879. Her parents moved to Ware 
when she was quite young and resided 
there until about three years ago. Miss 
Gilbert attended the public schools of 
Ware and was graduated from the high 
school in 1898. She then entered Westfield 
Normal School, graduating last June with 
honors. In July she was appointed 
teacher of the grammar school in Enfield 
and began her duties there a week before 
her death. While in Ware she sang con- 
tralto in the choir at All Saints’ church, 
and was also interested in music in West- 
field. The funeral was held in All Saints’ 
church in Ware Wednesday morning, Rev. 
J. P. Leary celebrating a requiem mass. 
The bearers were Arthur F. Bassett, a.

CONDUCTOR HORACE H. SAUNDERS. 


Only One of the Famous Quartette Now

Probably the most popular conductor on 
the Central Vermont road to-day—at least 
the New London Northern division of it— 
is Conductor Horace H. Saunders, who 
has just gone back to work after a short 
vacation. Mr. Saunders is well known the 
whole length of the line, from New London 
to Brattleboro, his genial disposition, 
uniform courtesy and kindness, and as- 
sistance to those on his trains making him 
a general favorite with the traveling public. 
He has many friends both on and off the 
road who will wish him many more years 
of life and happiness. 





Mr. Saunders is the oldest conductor, in 
point of service, of any on the N. L. N. 
division, and the only one of a number of 
conductors of wide reputation to be re- 


when the “shake-up” in the 
management took place some ten or a 
Of the famous quartette 
old-time train runners — Hastings, 
Williams, Downer and Saunders, known 
far as the road was known — Mr. 


Downer are the only ones living; Mr. 
Hastings died a few years ago at Amherst, 


and Mr. Williams died on Monday of this 


week at his home in New London. Mr. 


Saunders began his career as a railroad 


man with a pick and shovel on the Mont- 
ville section near New London in 1859. 
He did not remain there long however, for 
in February ’60 he was given a place as 
baggagemaster on a& train. Here he re- 


mained until February, 63, when he was 


placed on the conductor list. For two 


years he ran spare, and was then given the 
run from Norwich to New London. When 


the road was extended to Miller’s Falls in 
1866 he was given a run from Palmer to 
New London. Mr. Saunders came to 
Palmer to live in 1864, and resided there 
until 1891, when a change in the manage- 
ment of the road and a general shifting 
around of runs and men made it necessary 
for him to remove to New London. In all 
of the time since he began his railroad 
career he has been in the employ of the 
N. L. N. division with the exception 
of three months in the winter of 
71-2, when he left to take a run 
between Suspension Bridge and Detroit 
on the Great Western road. The 
road he had left soon recognized his 
worth however and sent for him to return, 
which he did. In all the forty-one years 
he has been on the road he has never been 
in an accident caused by any fault of his, 
and says that the road has never suffered a 
dollar’s loss of property through his error. 
He has been mixed up ina few accidents, 
including two collisions, in all of which 
the fault lay with the other train. Numer- 
ous superintendents have come and gone 
over the division, but Mr. Saunders has 
outlasted them all. His run is now from 
New London to Brattleboro and return.one 
day, and New London to Palmer and return 
the next, covering more mileage than ever 
before. 

Mr. Saunders was off the road for a time 
in the spring of 1891, he having been 
elected to the Legislature on the Democrat 
ticket from the district of which Palmer 
was then a part, defeating Charles Homer 
of Brimfield in a district strongly Republi- 
can. He was married in March 1864 to 
Mary E. Chapman of Norwich, and their 
only child, Charles, is now @ baggagemas- 
ter on the run north from New London. 
A friend of Mr. Saunders recently sent him 
the following verses on his completion of 
forty-one years of railroading:

Prof H. W. Brewster, who for several 
years has been the principal of the Minne- 
sota School of Practical Agriculture, and 
who is widely and favorably known among 
the farmers of the state by reason of his 
association with them through their soos 
and daughters in attendance at the school, 
resigned his position soon after the close of 
the last school year; want of health, and 
the necessity of taking a long rest being 
the inspiring causes. The position of 

rincipal of this school is an exacting one. 

o fillit one not only needs to be a teacher, 
but he must be an organizer, &@ man of 
executive ability, genial, patient, approach- 
able, resourceful and tactful. But, most of 
all, he must be in sympathy with the pur- 
poses of the school, should understand the 
environments of the students who attend 
it, and should be intensely interested in 
and devoted to the work of developing 


a 


them along intellectual, moral and 
economic lines. 
After giving careful, thoughtful con- 


sideration to the characteristics and abil- 
ities of many able candidates it was de- 


cided to call Frederick D. Tucker, of 
Morris, Ill., to the place. Mr. Tucker is 
truly a self-made man. By working on 


farm and in blacksmith shop, and later by 
teaching and tutoring, he made his way 
through Phillips and Yale colleges, spent 
some two years at the Agricultural College 
of Amherst, afterwards taught in St. Louis, 
and for five years past has been in the 
ministry at Morris, Ill. During all of Mr. 
Tucker’s mature life he has been greatly

Mr. Tucker 
will prove a pleasant and genial guide, 
counsellor and friend to the students, and 
will win the regard and confidence of their 
parents as they come in contact with him, 
and they will feel that their children are in 
safe keeping while under his eye and care. 





Claims He Was Held Up. 


Peter Ouimette of Thorndike claims to 
have been held up by two strangers on the 
Three Rivers road Saturday night.

Plans For New Town Hall Building. 


The special meeting held in 
Brigham’s Hall Tuesday evening was well 
attended. Charles Walker was chosen 
moderator. W. A. Jenks reported for the 
committee on remodelling the town hall 
block. After explaining the steps taken 
by the committee he introduced Mr. 
Henry Dwight of Boston, who explained 
the plans of the proposed new elevation. 
Mr. Dwight, whose ancestors were former 
residents of Warren, made a very gener- 
ous proposition in behalf of his family and 
others who have an interest in the town; 
providing the town would remodel the 
building with a thirty-foot addition in the 
rear, strengthen the present walls, add a 
new roof with strong iron girders, re- 
arrange the ground floor so as to include 
offices for the various departments of town 
work and exclude all tenants save the 
Warren Savings Bank, equip the building 
thoroughly as to heating, lighting and 
ventilation, a handsome stone porch in 
front and the building of the tower should 
be donated by Mr. Dwight and others. He 
also announced that the land in the rear, 
formerly occupied by the Quaboag block, 
part of which will be needed for the 
addition, would be donated by two citizens 
of the town provided the plans of the 
committee were accepted. The complete 
work, including heating, ventilation and 
furnishing, called for an appropriation of 
$20,000 and the insurance money. This 
was readily granted. For though the out- 
lay at first seemed larger than was at first 
expected, the prospect of a building of 
such permanency, beauty and ample 
proportions that it should last for many 
years, recommended itself as the wisest 
and best plan which could be followed, as 
the present building has not been large 
enough to accommodate the public and 
was also very poorly constructed as re- 
gards safety of exit in case of fire. The 
plans for the lower floor include a small 
ball which can be rented in cases where 
the upper hall is too large. This hall will 
pave a kitchen attached and will be 
valuable as a banquet hall in conjunction 
with entertainments in the upper hall.

HOW THE STARFISH EATS AN OYSTER. 


The oyster when at home lives ina hard 
lime shell, which nicely protects him from 
theattack of enemies. Man, with his tools, 
can open the shell and remove the soft 
animal, but besides man the oyster has 
few foes. Oddly enough, his greatest foe 
is not, as might be expected, an animal 
with powerful jaws and strong teeth, but 
one wholly without jaws. It is the star- 
fish, so common everywhere at the sea- 
shore. 

Now, the starfish is a soft, flexible 
creature, very sluggish, seemingly helpless 
and utterly unable to attack such an 
anima! as the oyster. Its mouth, which is 
in the center of the disk, has no teeth or 
jaws. How can such a helpless creature 
open the formidable oyster shell, and get 
at the animal concealed within? 

Its method of doing so is odd enough. 
It first claps the oyster in its arms, wrap- 
ping its five arms around the shell tightly. 
Having thus seized the oyster, it quietly 
waits. Just exactly what happens next 
even our scientists do not exactly know. 
The two shells of the oyster are held to- 
gether by a hinge which is opened by a 
spring. The spring is so adjusted that the 
shells will be pushed open unless they are 
held together by the muscles. Some 
scientists tell us that, after the starfish has 
held the oyster for a while the oyster opens 
its shell in order to get food, atid the star- 
fish that has been waiting for this, now 
injects into the shell a little reddish liquid. 
This acts as a poison, paralyzing the 
muscles and thus making it impossible for 
the animal to close its shell. Others tell 
us that the process is simpler, and that the 
starfish simply holds the sbells tightly to- 
gether until the oyster is smothered. As 
soon as it is stupefied by the suffocation 
the muscles relax and the shell opens. 

Whicbever of these two accounts is trne, 
it is certain that after a little the oyster 
shells fly open. Now comes the oddest 
feature of all. The stomach of the star- 
fish is very large and elastic, and itis now 
thrown out of the animal’s mouth much as 
one would turn a bag inside out. This 
stomach is then thrust within the oyster 
shell, and wrapped around the soft animal, 
beginning at once to digest it. The star- 
fish does not take the trouble even to re- 
move the oyster from the shell, digesting 
it in its own home, and eventually crawl- 
ing away, leaving behind the gaping, 
empty shell.—H/. W Connin St. Nicholas.

trate, I was sentenced to three months } 
jail.

Origin of the Negro Race. 

In an article on the origin of the 
pegro race in The North American Re- 
view Sir Henry M. Stanley held that 
the cradle of this race, as of so many 
others, was in Asia, whence the negroes 
migrated to Africa, in which continent 
they were barred from intercourse with 
the rest of the world by the severe and 
exclusive Egyptians and by the geo- 
graphical barrier of the Sahara and the 
Mediterranean on the north and the At- 
lantic and Indian oceans on the west and 
east. Sir Henry endeavored to show the 
effects on the Africans of the more than 
7,000 years of inbreeding which resulted 
from this isolation of the race. The 
writer said: 

“There is no need to seek for traces of 
a submerged continent to locate the home 
of the first woolly haired negro or the 
clay colored bushman and darker pygmy. 
Asia is of suflicient amplitude, provided 
we allow time enough and take into con- 
sideration its varieties of climate, for the 
strange divergences in the human races 
to have taken place within it. The con- 
tinent that exhibits the almond eyed Mon- 
golian, the blue eyed Circassian, the deep 
black Gondas and Bahillas, the dark 
Paharias, the dwarfish Aeta, the hook 
nosed Jew and the short nosed Tartar 
could surely, in the very earliest ages 
of man, have produced such contrasts as 
the woolly haired negro and the silken 
haired Aryan. But in all my travels I 
have seen nothing more wonderful than 
this—that, in whatever disguise I have 
found man, something in him seems to 
justify the belief that we are all the 
children of one Father.” 

A Feathered Weaver. 

Of our feathered weavers the Balti- 
more oriole is undoubtedly the most skill- 
ful. He swings his woven hammock at 
the very extremity of some overhanging 
branch, often in full view of the passer- 
by. quite inaccessible to most of his ene- 
mies.

Expensive Burial Fees. 


Burial in Westminster abbey is not, of 
course, a question of money, but there 
are certain fees charged for interment 
within that ancient pile. Formerly the 
fee amounted to $750 or $800. Dean 
Stanley introduced many reforms in the 
seale of charges, with the result that the 
maximum cost is now $555. It may, 
however, be $100 less. The variations in 
the cost arise in connection with the con- 
tribution demanded for the fabric fund, 
which is $130, $180 or $230, according to 
the place of interment. 

Other items in the bill are $160 for fees 
to the dean, canons, choir and vergers 
and $155 op account of silk, scarfs, hat- 
bands and gloves to the clergy, choir and 
vergers, which were formerly provided 
by the undertaker and charged for in his 
account.—Philadelnhia Record

“They may have called D. L. Moody an 
old fogy.”” said a young woman from the 
Moody Bible institute at Chicago to a 
New York ‘Tribune reporter, “but in the 
matter of Woman’s work and sphere there 
Was no one who was more progressive. 
He wus criticised some time ago for an 
attack on women’s clubs, but as a matter 
of course, as all institute and Northfield 
seminary girls know, he never made the 
remarks attributed to him. While he 
stood by the Bible as the infallible, he 
Wis most tolerant of other people's ideas, 
as his friendship with Henry Drummond 
and George Adam Smith attested. 

“A woman was the first preacher of 
the resurrection,’ he was fond of saying, 
and, though there. were a rascally Judas, 
a lying, weak Veter and a doubting 
Thomas among the apostles, the women 
all remained true. 

“In his quaint way he would talk to us 
of Mrs. Nicodemus and Mrs. Zebedee, 








and he would put them amid such home-

jy surroundings that we saw them as liv- 
ing women rather than as Bible charac- 
ters, and this, too, in spite of the fact 
that the former at least does not actually 
figure in the Biblical narrative. 

“Ho did not encourage the ordination 
of women, because he saw no authority 
in holy writ for such a proceeding, but 
since he was not ordained himself that 
formality would not interfere with her 
usefulness, he knew. 

“The practical work at the institute is 
the basis of all the teaching there. Mere 
classroom teaching, Mr. Moody used to 
say, would only serve to mike students 
dogmatic, while the work of saving souls 
would make instant use of the teaching 
and would create a missionary zeal and 
spirit that no amount of exhorting could 
do. It is one thing to be told about the 
need and another thing to see it with 
one’s own eyes, he would add. 

“The institute has well been called 
the West Point of Christian work, the 
one indispensable textbook being the 
English Bible. No abstract form of 
Christianity and certainly no creed is 
taught there, but students learn how to 
help men and women. 

“The course at the institute includes 
doctrine, homiletics, analytical and chap- 
ter study, the work of foreign missions, 
musie, vocal and instrumental, choir con- 
ducting, the leading of religious meet- 
ings, personal work with the non-Chris- 
tian, visiting, parish work, Bible teach- 
ing, ete. In addition to this there is a 
summer course on Christian evidence. 
In this course the authorship of the dif- 
ferent books of the Bible is taken up, and 
the points of higher criticism which as- 
sail the Pentateuch, Isaiah and the other 
disputed works of the prophets and law- 
givers of Israel are met. 

“Miss Emily P. Strong, the superin- 
tendent of the women’s department, is a 
prominent and powerful factor in the 
spiritual work and indeed in the business 
direction of the institute. With her is as- 
sociated Miss Charlotte C. Cary, a for- 
mer instructor at Northfield seminary 
and herself a college graduate. Miss 
Mabel Hall is instructor in children’s 
work, and Mrs. R. A. Torrey and Mrs. 
W. R. Newell, one the wife of the su- 
perintendent and the other of the assist- 
ant superintendent of the institute, have 
charge of the women’s meetings of the 
Moody church. Here the women stu- 
dents are trained as speakers, singers, 
‘personal workers’ and ushers at chil- 
dren’s and women’s meetings.” 





Hints on the Care of Hair, 

It is said that the hair ought to grow 
about eight inches a year. If your hair 
doesn’t grow that much, -the chances are 
that it needs treatment. The clipping of 
the ends of the hair should never be neg- 
lected. There are superstitions that this 
should be done in a certain sign of the 
moon and always by a person other than 
the wearer of the hair. But the chief 
value of these directions is that it in- 
sures the regular clipping of the ends 
and that it is easier for some one else to 
do the clipping than to do it oneself. 

To make sure of a really good head of 
healthy, abundant hair the care of it 
should begin in childhood. If the hair is 
neglected early in life, it is hard to coax 
if into a good condition later. However, 
patience and care will accomplish much 
even then. 

The head should be washed always in 
rainwater. Where this is not obtainable, 
add a little borax. Rinse thoroughly in 
clean water afterward. Ammonia makes 
the hair brittle and is said to hasten the 
coming of gray hairs. Washing soda 
causes the hair to become streaked. Cas- 
tile or tar soap is best if one uses soap at 
all. If the hair is too oily soap bark may 
be used advantageously. If the oil is de- 
ficient, a little glycerin or vaseline is ben- 
eficial. 

Some persons use the beaten yolk of an 
egg with good results. It should be used 
with lukewarm water and rinsed off in 
clear cold water. It is better to dry the 
hair slowly, rubbing the scalp and lifting 
the hair from time to time, than to fan it 
or to apply artificial heat, as is done fre- 
quently. When dry, the hair should be 
brushed thoroughly; the more the better. 
Brushing the hair for ten minutes every 
night before retiring is an excellent means 
of preventing disease of the scalp and se- 
curing glossy hair. 

Buy good brushes and combs; they are 
far cheaper in the end. A good plain 
brush will cost $1 or $1.50, and a cellu. 
loid or rubber comb about 50 cents. The 
brush should be cleaned frequently by 
dipping the bristles in hot water contain- 
ing a little ammonia and rinsing in cold 
water with a little lemon juice. It should 
then be placed, bristles up, to dry. The 
comb may be cleansed by washing in 
tepid soapy water and rubbing dry with 
a soft cloth, then removing any particles 
that may remain between the teeth by 
passing a silk thread between them. 

The use of a fine comb is undesirable, 
and for heavy hair an especially coarse 
comb is preferable. 

A simple prescription for a dandruff 
Jotion is this: One dram of borax, one 
dram of sulphur, one dram of glycerin 
and eight ounces of water. The mixture 
should be shaken before using and well 
rubbed into the scalp with the fingers or 
a small brush. 

A good tonic for the hair is made by 
combining a quart of bay rum, half a 
cupful of salt, a dram of castor oil and 
a dram of tincture of cantharides. ‘This 
may be applied once or twice a week 
with good results.

his family in a social way.

There came a time when she ordered just 
one spool of thread sent to her house. 
The proprietor of the store directed that 
this small spool of thread be w rapped in 
na paper box and that the box be placed 
in a great wooden one. Around the 
smaller package was placed enough pa- 
per to fill the big box, which was placed 
on a big truck. No other goods were 
placed on that truck, 

“Two men accompanied the box, and 
when they reached the woman's home 
they pretended to have great dithiculty in 
handling it. They pulled and tugged at 
the box, while the purchaser of the 
thread looked on in amazement. 

“What's all this? she asked. ‘I have 
ordered nothing that would require such 
a box as that.’

Romantic women usually have a very 
well defined arch in the center of the 
eyebrow, while a sense of humor is indi- 
cated in the arch nearer the nose. 

Long, drooping eyebrows, lying wide 
apart, indicate an amiable disposition. 

Where the eyebrows are lighter in col- 
or than the hair, the indications are lack 
of vitality and great sensitiveness.

Very light eyebrows rarely are seen 


on strongly intellectual faces, although 
the color of thé eyebrows is not accept- 
ed singly as denoting lack of intelli- 
gence.

Red eyebrows denote great fervor and 
ambition; brown a medium between the 
red and black. 

Scant growth of the eyebrows invaria- 
bly denotes lack of vitality.

The oflicials had a slight attack of ner- 


vous prostration on Tuesday, but it soon 
wore off. Monday bad been rainy, contin- 
uing nearly all night. Tuesday morning 
the weather was “threatening,” and it 
looked hke a repetition of past years, but 
the sun came out after a little, and though 
there was considerable wind which at 
times was rather raw and disagreeable, the 
day was not an uncomfortable one. The 
attendance was unusually good, being 
above 1500. The crowds began to arrive 
early, and found much for their entertain- 
ment. It was cattle day, and there were 
large numbers of the animals present. The 
showing has not been excelled in recent 
years, if ever. The morning was spent in 
judging the various classes, and with the 
testing of oxen on a cart with load. The 
various events kept the visitors busy until 
dinner time. 


The cat show opened at 10 o’clock, and 


drew a large number of visitors during the 
day. There were @ large number of 
entries and some fine aniroals. A par- 
ticular attraction was a white Angora cat 
and four white kittens, the property of 
Mrs. M. Olive Morgan of Springfield. 
There were black cats, yellow cats, white 
cats, black and white cats, tortoise shell, 
manx, brown, silver and yellow tabbies, 
and black, yellow and white Angoras. 
There were some unusually handsome 
animals, and some very large ones. They 
were on exhibition both days. 


The dog show, under the grand stand, 


was the best in the history of the society, 
and from the number of visitors was 
decidedly not the least of the attractions 
on the grounds. There was @ steady 
stream of people passing through the space 
devoted to it. There were pugs, bull 
terriers, fox terriers, beagles, black-and- 
tans, cocker spaniels, foxhounds,—these 
being by far the most numerous of any 
class,—Boston — terriers, English bulls, 
shepherds, setters, pointers, St. Bernards 
and Newfoundlands. Several arrays of 
puppies attracted no little attention, 
among them some foxhound pups shown 
by H. T. Allen of South Warren and C. J. 
Thompson of Williamsville, pointers by 
J. P. Hatch of Ware, three pretty little 
black-and-tans by William Foley of 
Monson, and half a dozen fox terriers, fat, 
cute little rascals, by W. B. Ingram of 
Springfield. 


The poultry show was an unusually 


good one. While not up to that of some 
other years in point of numbers, the birds 
shown were of a quality not usually seen 
at fairs of this size. They were quartered 
in a large tént near the entrance of the 
grounds, and were visited by large num- 
bers of people.

The Thorndike band played during the 


day, and between the heats of the races 
were performances by the Virginia 
Troubadours on a stage near the judges’ 
stand, and an exhibition by LeBarron, the 
acrobat. The balloon ascension did not 
take place until bout 530, owing to 
difficulty in filling the big bag during the 
high wind, but a successful ascent and 
parachute drop was made; a high altitude 
—5000 feet—was reached, and the aeronaut 
landed near the house of C M. Foley on 
the Monson road. 


The high school relay race was run off 


during the afternoon, and was won by 
Ware, with Warren second and _Palmer 
third. There was a large amount of inter- 
est in the race, and no small amount of 
entbusiasm and noise over the result. 


There were other things to attract the 


crowds besides the cattle and other ex- 
hibits. The “Midway” was well filled 
with fakirs of all kinds. There were 
glorious opportunities to get rich at games 


in which there were no blanks,—when the 


“}ouse” was counted in,—and opportuni- 


ties to invest in various articles more or 
less needed, from cigars to soap, candy, 
mackintoshs at $2 each, pop-corn, whips, 


jewelry, etc, try yeur skill with a rifle or 


throwing baseballs at a man’s head, or to 
have your fortune told by an Indian with 
a fresh coat of paint and eyes that rolled 
from side to side with a remarkable degree 
of regularity. The tintype man was there, 
several of him, also the merry-go-round 
and the man with the “‘all-hots ” Tt wasa 
very exacting person indeed who could not 
find something for excitement or amuse- 
ment at least. 

The day’s attractions closed with the 


harvest ball in the opera house in the 
evening. 


With a good attendance and a good show 
the first day, the officers naturally hoped 
for good weather the second, but hardly 


dared hope in view of past records. But 
this year fortune smiled and Wednesday 
dawned as bright and clear as could be 


wished, and without the wind which had 
been somewhat of a bar to the enjoyment 
of the day before. This was horse day, 
though but few animals were shown. It 
is hoped that another year there will be 
more, a8 many of the visitors came for the 
purpose of seeing them and were disap- 
pointed. The crowd was slower in gather- 
ing than on the day before, but when it 
had congregated there were at least 2000 on 
the grounds. The grand stand became 
packed early in the afternogn, and made a 
record for itself from the standpoint of 
receipts. All the attractions of the ‘‘Mid- 





way” of Tuesday were there, with some 
additions, though one of the day before 
was closed by Deputy Sheriff Northrop 
when he arrived on the grounds. It was a 
gambling device which gave the victim not 
the slightest show in the world for his 
money, and yet it caught “suecers” easily. 
There was a parade of the Palmer fire de- 
partment at 1050, which made quite a 
showing and attracted uo little attention. 
The marshals Jed the way, followed by a 
line of police officers, and then the Stafford 
band, which was in attendance at the fair; 
members of the prudential committee in a 
carriage, engineers in carriage, jumper, 
book and ladder truck, horse hose reel, and 
steamer. The boys wore their new uni- 
forms and made a fine appearance. 

A concert by the band came at 1.15 in the 
afternoon, followed by the exhibition of 
double and single carriage horses, and then 
the races, of which there were three, fur- 
nished good sport, especially the 2 21 class, 
which took six heats to settle.

Between the heats and at other times 
the Virginia Troubadours gave perform- 
ances, and LeBarron again performed. A 
“strong man” also appeared on the track 
and with a strap over each arm success- 
fully resisted the attempts of two heavy 
team horses, one pulling in each direction, 
to make him lose his hold; at least that 
was the way it appeared to.the spectators; 
the horses pulled sturdily enough, for the 
whips were laid on unsparingly and one 
was drawn backward over a considerable 
distance along the track. Another balloon 
ascension was made at 450, the apparatus 
going straight up and the balloon, after the 
man had cut loose from it, falling within 
the track only a short distance from where 
it had started; the balloonist made a 
pretty parachute drop, landing just over 
the railroad track about a quarter of a 
mile from where he started. 


In the Hall. 

For some reason the hall show was 
lamentably lacking in quantity and 
variety. The absence of some of the usual 
lines of exhibits can be accounted for on 
account of the drought, but notall. Out- 
side of the potato display, with the ex- 
ception of a few squashes, pumpkins, 
watermelons, tomatoes, beets, turnips and 
a few lonesome onions there were no vege- 
tables, and in grain, etc., only a very little 
corn, oats and rye, enough to enable the 
premiums to be awarded. Judging from 
the potatoes displayed there will be no 
lack of tubers this winter, and the price 
should not be high. A large number of 
very fine specimens were shown. In the 
fruit line there was also a good display, 
particularly of apples, for this is an “apple 
year.’ To the uninitiated it seemed as 
though a uumber of new varieties had been 
invented especially for the Palmer fair, 80 
numerous were the kinds displayed. 
Peaches were also in abundance, and of 
fine form. Especially attractive was the 
exhibit of Ethelbert Bliss and Son of Wil- 
braham, which was much admired by all 
visitors to the hall. The size and color of 
the fruit was a wonderful: revelation to 
many of what can be done in the way of 
native peaches. Whileindividual varieties 
were entered in competition the collection 
as a whole was not; had it been it would 
easily have received first prize. It was 
judged unofiicially by an expert in fruit 
and found to far surpass the others. The 
varieties shown were the Elberta, Crosby, 
Mountain Park, and Old Mixon. Plums, 
grapes and pears were numerous and at- 
tractively displayed. A collection of 13 
varieties of jelly by H. D. Vaille 
of Monson was much admired by 
housewives, aS was also 16 varieties of 
canned fruit put up by Mrs J. H. Carpen- 
ter of Monson. In bread, cake and honey 
there were small showings. One of the 
principal exhibits in the upper hall were 
the dahlias, a new departure this year. 
There were hundreds of blooms, the prin- 
cipal exhibitors being H. F. Burt of Taun- 
ton and Allyne W. Hixon of Worcester. 
A lot sent by Lothrop & Higgins of East 
Bridgewater came Wednesday morning 
too late for judging, having been delayed 
on the road and arriving rather wilted, but 
showing that the firm can grow something 
handsome in the dahlia line. The other 
principal attraction was the exhibit—which 
covered one end of the room—of cloths 
made in the Palmer mill at three Rivers. 
There were 190 varieties, including some 
of the handsomest goods in the market. 
The exhibit was greatly admired by the 
ladies, and to many the fact that.so many 
varieties and of such quality were made in 
town was a bit of knowledge they had 
never dreamed. The showing was only a 
small part however of the mill’s full line 
of goods. There was nota large variety 
of fancy work on exhibition, though some 
fine pieces of Battenburg were shown, and 
a number of handsome sofa pillows, also 
several bedquilts. In china painting Miss 
Effie Shaw was practically the only exhib- 
itor. A number of plaster casts by How- 
ard Buttington of Monson attracted con- 
siderable attention, as did also some crayon 
portraits by F. X. Cedilotte of Three 
Rivers. Mrs. Mullaney of Palmer was 
the only exhibitor of oil paintings. Mrs. 
H. J. Moore of Palmer ha@, on exhibition 
several articles, including a table made of 
innumerable small pieces of broken fancy 
crockery cemented together. The showing 
of flowers was very good, though not large, 
principally zinneas, dianthus, nasturtiums, 
geraniums, phlox, asters and dahlias.

MATTERS POLITICAL. 





©. E. Fuller of Palmer has been elected a 
member of the second Congressional Re- 
publican committee, in place of H. P. 
Holden, deceased. 

The Republican county convention will 
be held in the City Hall, Springfield, Mon- 
day, October Sth, at 12.30, and the councilor 
convention will be held at the same place 
an hour later. 

The Republican nomination for register 
of deeds is unlikely to go to James R. 
Wells, the present register, without a strug- 
gle, it seems, as it is announced that 
Deputy Sheriff George R. Miller of Spring- 
field is to be a candidate. 

A possible candidate for county treas- 
urer, in opposition to M. Wells Bridge, the 
present incumbent, is Fred H. Sibley, 
town clerk of West Springfield, who is 
said to have aspirations for the nomination 
in opposition to Mr. Bridge. 

The only name thus far mentioned as a 
candidate for Republican elector from this 
district is that of ex-Councilor Charles E. 
Stevens of Ware. Mr. Stevens has been a 
prominent political worker in the district, 
and will doubtless be accorded the honor. 

The convention of the first Hampden 
senatorial district Republicans will be held 
in Palmer as usual, on Monday, October 
Ist. Eastern Hampden is taking very little 
interest in the matter, her duty being sim- 
ply to fall in line and nominate the man 
whom Springfield unites upon,—if she can 
de this,—as the nomination goes to that 
city this year. 

Wilson H. Fairbank of Warren has with- 
drawn from the contest for the Republican 
nomination for councilor in the seventh 
(Worcester) district. While Mr. Fairbank 
had a good lead and might have carried 
the convention, that and other contests 
were taking such shape that in the inter- 
ests of party harmony he deemed it best to 
withdraw. Itis not unlikely that he will 
be heard from later in connection with this 
office. 

Seemingly the man most likely to receive 
the Republican nomination for senator in 
the First Hampden district is Col. John F. 
Marsh of Springfield, who has announced 
his candidacy. Another name frequently 
mentioned is that of Benjamin C. Harvey, 
now a member of the House from the 5th 
district, although he has not yet announced 
that he will be a candidate. For the Dem- 
ocratic nomination Willmore B. Stone of 
Springfield seems to be the man most tre- 
quently mentioned. 

Ex-Senator George of Haverhill, candi- 
date for the nomination for state auditor 
on the Republican ticket, has been look- 
ing over the ground in Western Massacbu- 
setts this week, and finds much to en- 
courage him in his contest. Mr. George is 
a manto whom the duties of the office of 
auditor might well be intrusted. He has a 
record for business methods and close 
scrutiny of expenaitures which ought to 
win him a large support from the voters. 

Senator Hazelton of the Franklin-Hamp- 
shire district has announced that he is not 
a candidate for a renomination, it being 
understood last year that he was to serve 
but one term. Instead of simplifying 
matters in that district they are only the 
more unsettled. It has been expected that 
the honor would fall on Representative 
Morse of Belchertown, but Amherst feels 
that she is entitled to a candidate once in a 
while, Belchertown having had two since 
Awhberst’s last turn, and there is a possi- 
bility that one may be forthcoming from 

that town. At present however it looks 
like Mr. Morse’s nomination. 

In the First Hampden representative 
district affairs have settled down to a 
general conviction that both nominees will 
come from Wales. The Republican nomi- 
nation belongs there by right of allotment 
in the first year of the district. Wales 
Democrats feel that they would like to 
name a candidate once in a while, and 
that they will have as good a chance of 
electing one this year as any, a feeling 
that is shared by many of the party in the 
other towns of the district With this in 
view O. P. Royce has announced his can- 
didacy, and is making a push for the 
nomination, with a likelihood that he will 
carry it off. Mr. Bugbee of Monson is 
now out of it, as he bas said that if Mr. 
Royce wanted the nomination he would 
step out of his way. J. P Herlihy of 
Monson is yet to be counted with, but his 
position is yet unknown. He would 
receive a large measure of strength from 
the Republicans of his town were he to be 
nominated, of which there is still a 
possibi:ity provided he enters the lists. 


For the Republican nomination a new 
name has been suggested in that of John 
Burley. H. E. Shaw is also one of the 
possibilities and has pumerous supporters 
J. H. Louden, who has been mentioned, is 
understood to be working for a candidate 
other than himself. As time goes on it 
looks more and more as though the con- 
test at the polls would be between H. A. 
McFarland and O. P. Royce.

But when the matter of life in- 
surance for women is placed on a basis of 
self-protection in old age, for the benefit of 
children, or as one of the best means of 
saving money, or even asa wise system of 
investment, there cannot be the least 
question of its wisdom.”

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DIPHTHERIA AT THORNDIKE. 





Residents Alarmed Over Large 
Number of Cases. 


TWENTY REPORTED SINCE AUG. 13. 





Schoolhouse Claimed to be Responsible 
for Its Spread. Quarantine Orders 
Apparently Disobeyed. 

The peoples of Thorndike have become 
somewhat exercised over the number of 
cases of diphtheria which have made their 
appearance there within the past six 
weeks, but particularly within the past 
month. The first case in that place this 
year was reported May 3; another de- 
veloped May 13; the next was August 15, 
and since then the number has reached 20. 
The board of health thought that it had 
the disease suppressed, but several new 
cases appeared at once August 27. With 
the increase in the number of cases natur- 
ally came the question of how the disease 
had spread, or where the cases originated. 
The houses where cases were reported 
were promptly quarantined by the board 
of health and the inmates forbidden to 
leave them. That they have done 80 
seems to be a fact, if reported instances 
and names are correct. The board of 
health is censured for not setting a guard 
over the houses and so enforcing their 
orders. The members reply that they 
have no money for such purpose; that 
when such actionis taken it means that 
the board must support the inmates of the 
places quarantined, and has no money 
with which to do this. Having no funds 
the committee does not feel like running 
the risk of meeting the fate of a former 
board which incurred unusual expenses 
and asked the town for reimbursement; 
the bill was cutin half by the voters. An 
appropriation was asked for in the town 
meeting for the possible unusual expendi- 
tures, but was not granted. 

In casting about for a cause for the pu- 
merous cases of the disease the school- 
house at Thorndike seems to have attract- 
ed the attention of afew, who claim that 
the conditions there have or may have been 
the cause. The sessions there are divided 
into 2¥ hours each half day, with a five- 
minute intermission in the middle of each, 
when the pupils are allowed to go to the 
toilet rooms in the basement and to the 
well for water. The claim is made that 
the lack of an out-door recess, the condi- 
tion of the basement of the building, and 
the water from the well are responsible for 
the spread of the disease. The outdoor 
recess has been done away with because it 
has been found to be vastly better for the 
children, especially in winter weather. 
When they come to school they are care- 
fully wrapped up, with rubbers on and 
prepared to keep warm and dry. An out- 
door recess means innumerable wet feet in 
winter and wet weather, with a goody-crop 
of colds and consequevt absences, as 
proved by the records. The violent exer- 
cise usually taken also upsets the work 
and a half hour is taken from the work of 
the school in consequence. In doing away 
with this recess the school committee says 
it is simply working for the best interests 
of the scholars and following the custom 
being almost universally adopted through- 
out the state. There can be no question of 
the ventilation of the building. It is bya 
system carefully prepared by experts and 
required by the state; it is built to furnish 
a certain number of cubic feet of fresh air 
to each scholar every hour, and the venti- 
lation of the building is probably better 
than that of nine out of ten of the homes 
in the village, in which children remain 
for much longer periods than 2{ hours 
without being sent out doors for fresh air. 
Criticism of the sanitary condition of the 
building, the committee says, is made evi- 
dently without a full knowledge of the 
matter. There is no odor in the basement, 
and the children are not allowed to remain 
there. During the school year fires are 
kept burning constantly in the ventilating 
stacks, which draw up immediately any 
odor which might possibly exist in connec- 
tion with the toilet rooms, and every two 
weeks the matter in them is cremated. 
The committee will match the building for 
cleanliness and- purity with any public 
building in the state. 

At a meeting of the school committee 
Wednesday evening it was voted to close 
the school until October 8, after consulta- 
tion with the board of health. This is not 
done because it is thought the school or its 
surroundings are responsible for the 
diphtheria, but because children who have 
been exposed to it may have carried the 
contagion into the school and more cases 
may develop. By October 8 such cases, if 
there are any, will have appeared. In the 
meantime the building will be thoroughly 
disinfected. A sample of the water in the 
well is to be sent to Amherst College for 
analysis, and if found to be impura the use 
of the water will be discontinued. As the 
first cases were reported August 27, while 
‘school did not commence until September 
4, it hardly seems possible that the build- 
ing or its surroundings are responsible for 
the spread of the disease. A case, the first 
in the village for a long time, was rep wrted 
yesterday from Bondsville.

The following condensed history of the 
regiment was written by Comrade George 
W. Stewart of Wales: 

The 46th was composed almost entirely 
of Hampden county men, and was organ- 
ized in the summer and autuma of 1862. It 
rendezvoused, drilled, and was mustered in 
at Camp Banks, on the old Bay Road east 
of Springfield. Col. George Walker of 
Springfield was commandant of the post. 
The mountain towns above Westtield fur- 
nished one full company and nearly half of 
another. Westfield furnished about the 
game number of men, West Springtield 
and vicinity one company, Longmeadow 
and vicinity one company, Holyoke one, 
Chicopee one, Springfield one, Palmer and 
vicinity one, and the towns of Monson, 
Brimfield, Wales and Holland one com- 
pany. The regimental officers were: 
George Bowler, Westfield, colonel; William 
S. Shurtliff, Springtield, lieutenant; L. B 
Walker, Westfield, major; James Smith, 
Chicopee, adjutant. Soon after its muster 
the regiment sailed from Boston to 
Newburn, N. C., and remained in that 
military district until after the middle of 
June, 1863. Almost simultaneously with 
Gen. Burnside’s movement on Fredericks- 
burg the larger part of 18th army corps, to 
to which the 46th was attached, under 
Gen. Foster, commanding the department

All true sportsmen and others who

It shall be unlawful to take 
or kill or have in possession, or buy, sell or 
offer for sale, a quail, between the first day 
of December and the first day of October 
following, Whenever or wherever such 
bird may have been taken or killed: pro- 
vided, however, that any person, firm or 
corporation dealing in game or engaged in 
the cold storage business may buy, sell or 
have in possession, and any person may 
buy from such person, firm or corporation, 
and have iu possession if so bought, quail

of North Carolina, moved north along the 
railroad leading to Raleigh, fighting the 
battles of Kingston, Whitehall, Golds- 
borough, and capturing each of these 
places. In their battles the 46th took a 
prominent part and behaved with great 
gallantry. At about this time Col. 
Bowler’s health failed him and he resigned 
the colonelcy of the regiment. The 
vacancy was filled by the promotion of 
Lieut. Col. Shurtliff. Major Walkley 
was made lieut-cclonel and Capt. Samuel 
B. Spooner of Co. A, Springfield, was 
made major, and the regiment served the 
remainder of its term as thus organized. 
In March, 1863, on the anniversary of the 
capture of Newburn by Gen. Burnside, 
the enemy made a concerted attempt 
to recapture the place. The 46th took a 
prominent part in resisting the attack. In 
May, 1863, the 46th formed part of a body 
of about 3000 men under command of Col. 
Davis of the 59th Pennsylvania which was 
sent to capture a fortification near Kingston 
at a place known as “Gum Swamp.” The 
place was reached and captured with 
several hundred prisoners early one Sun- 
day morning. The 46th formed part of 
the line that stormed the fort. On the 
following Monday morning the 46th was at 
the extreme front when the rebels attacked 
our lines at Cove Creek, where the ex- 
pedition had camped the previous night, 
and the regiment held that position until 
the attack was repelled. The march from 
that place to Newbern through Dover 
Swamp was perhaps the most trying the 
regiment experienced during its service. 
Several men fell from sunstroke during the 
march, and were temporarily left bebind. 
The 46th assisted in building the fortifica- 
tions around Plymouth on the Roanoke 
river, which were afterwards taken by the 
enemy. In June, 1863, the regiment was 
sent north about the time Gen. Lee begun 
his movement toward Pennsylvania. 
It was camped near Baltimore—Camp 
Bradford—where the battle of Gettysburg 
was fought. Thence it was sent with 
prisoners to Fort McHenry, and from there 
to Maryland Heights and Williamsport 
when Lee’s army recrossed to Virginia. 
It’s term of service expired while on this 
march, and the regiment was detached and 
sent home.

A telegram from Tromsoe, Norway, in 
reporting the return of the Stella Polare, 
with the Duke of Abruzzi’s Arctic ex- 
pedition on board, says that the Stella 
Polare reached a point in latitude 86 
minutes 33 seconds north, thus penetrating 
further north than Dr. Nansen did. The 
Stella Polare remained fast in the ice for 11 
months. The pressure stove in her sides, 
making a hole a foot and a quarter in 
breadth. Her machinery was also 
damaged. The members of the expedition 
suffered many hardships, and were com- 
pelled to eat their sledge dogs. A Norwe- 
gian engineer and two Italians, members 
of the expedition, perished. The Stella 
Polare, therefore, did not communicate 
with the shore at Hammerfest, but pro- 
ceeded southward. 

Prince Luigi Amedes of Savoy-Aosta, 
duke of Abruzzi, who recently climbed 
Mt. St. Elias, on the boundary between 
Alaska and British Columbia, left Chris 
tiana on June 12, 1899, in the steam brigan- 
tine Stella Polare, formerly the Jason, 
laden with 350 tons of coal and 250 tons of 
provisions. The duke’s plan to reach the 
pole was exactly opposed to that adoped 
by Nansen. The latter attempted to ap- 
proach the pole by the longest route, and 
with his ship, either by the open sea, or by 
letting himself drift with the ice, trusting 
to the strength of the Fram to withstand 
the tremendous strain.

Results of Conventions Held 


During the Week. 
HOT WALES REPRESENTATIVE CAUCUS 


Col. Marsh of Springfield for the Senate, 
Gillett for Congress, Col. Goetting 
Reelected. 


The convention of the Repnblicans of 
the First Hampden senatorial district at 
Palmer Monday was a most peaceful and 
harmonious affair, and for brevity some- 
what resembled the marriage ceremony 
performed by the Western justice: ‘Have 
im?” “Ves at? “Have ’er?’’ “VYes;”’ 
“Married.” It took just 19 minutes to do 
the business required. The call was read 
by Col. A. H. Goetting of Springfield, who 
then said that because of his long service 
he had expected this would be the last 
time he should call the convention, but he 
had been unanimously requested to serve 
again and had consented; if the voters of 





the district were satisfied with his service 
in the past he would try and improve on it 
in the future. John A. Murphy of Spring- 
field nominated Judge W. W. Leach of 
Palmer for chairman, and he was chosen 
unanimously. In accepting Judge Leach 
took occasion to thank the voters for the 
honors they had conferred upon him in the 
past, and the confidence placed in him. 
G. S. Holden of Palmer nominated Stan- 
ford L. Haynes of Springfield for secre- 
tary, and he was chosen. Mr. Murphy 
moved a committee of five on credentials, 
to be appointed by the chair; they were 
John A. Murphy, James. D. Norton and 
Frederick Feltham of Springfield, G. S. 
Holden of Palmer and C. W. King of 
Monson. They reported 54 delegates 
represented by credentials, Wilbraham 2, 
Palmer 5, Monson 4, Wales 2, Brimfield 1, 
Holland 1, ward one of Springfield 5, two, 
3, three 4, four 6, five 6, six 4, seven 5, 
eight 6, a total of 39; in addition it was 
reported that A. B. Brown of Brimfield 
was present without his credential, and he 
was given a place in the convention. At 
this point Henry A. Field of Springfield 
rose to nominate a member of the state 
central committee; he said the place had 
been admirably filled for a number of 
years and saw no reason why the member 
from Springfield should not succeed him- 
self; he nominated Col. A. H. Goetting, 





and he was unanimously elected. Maj. 


Jobu Prowatar,of Springfield moved 
the nomination by atemu-on of Cul. 


John F. Marsh of Springfield as candiuaw 
for senator, which was done by a unan- 
imous rising vote. The member of the 
state central committee was empowered to 
call the next convention, and also to fill 
any vacancy which might occur on the 
ticket, and the convention adjourned, the 
Springfield delegates getting back on the 
10.53 train. 


Gillett for Congress, Stevens for Presi- 
dential Elector. 
The convention of the Second Congres- 


sional district Republicans was held in 
Springfield Monday, and Frederick H. 


Gillett was unanimously chosen by accla-; 


mation. Mr. Gillett’s name was presented 


by H. S. Geer of Northampton, who spokg

Wales Representative Caucus a Hot One. 


There is considerable feeling among the 
Wales Republicans over the result of the 
caucus Monday night to choose delegates 
to the representative convention. Charges 
that it was packed are freely made, also 
that some of the participants took part in 
the previous caucus of the Democrats, in 
direct violation of the law. One of the 
delegates to the Democratic convention 
voted in the caucus Monday night. There 
was a large attendance at the caucus, 116 
votes being cast. In view of the fact that 
Wales gave McKinley 84 votes four years 
ago, a “high roller” year, and the popula- 
tion of the town has not increased materi- 
ally since then, the figures have a suspic- 
ious look to say the least. Rev. H. T. 
Smith was chosen chairman. H. A. Mc- 
Farland addressed the gathering, saying 
that he was not a candidate; he was a 
justice of the district court of Eastern 
Hampden and could not run without re- 
signing that office. Two tickets were in 
the Hei one for H. E. Shaw and one for 
J. H. ‘Louden. The former received 54 
votes and the latter 62. Not a vote on the 
former was challenged, while many were 
on the latter, but were sworn in. The 
delegates are J. H. Louden, Dr. E. F. Ross 
and W. E. Needham. 

Another account of the caucus by a man 
who was on the ground and knows whereof 
he speaks, is as follows: ‘‘The representa- 
tive caucus Monday night was one of more 
than usual interest; 118 votes were cast 
and these delegates elected: J. H. Loudon, 
W. E. Neednam and E. F. Ross. They 
were elected to support H. A. McFarland 
at the convention, but just before the 
caucus Mr. McFarland learned that he 
could “not serve as representative and 
special justice at the same time and so 
notified his friends that he would not 
agree torun. The delegates were chosen 
with the understanding that they should 
support Mr. McFarland if he should agree 
to run, and that if not the next choice 
should be J. H. Loudon. The delegates 
were not instructed any further than as 
above. They are now in favor of nomin- 
ating Mr. McFarland if he wishes. He is 
undecided yet, but the presumption is that 
he will run, and if elected resign his 
justice’s commission, as he is anxious to 
measure swords again with Mr. Herlihy. 
There was much interest shown in the 
caucus, and there is the same old baby cry 
of unfairness which is usually heard from 
the defeated party. In the attempt to de- 
feat these delegates there was exhibited 
the dog in the manger spirit. The lion and 
the lamb lay down together, after having 
been for a long time a stench in each 
other’s nostrils, and all would-be candi- 
dates entered into a trust to defeat the 
elected delegates, but failed. Mr. Loudon 
will make a strong candidate should Mr. 
McFarland decline to run. He is an ex- 
cellent business man and is well liked by 
the working men, who will give him 
united support. 


The 8th Democratic councilor convention 
will be held at Pittsfield next Monday at 
12 30.

Four New Cases and One Death 
at Thorndike in a Week. 


QUARANTINE ORDERS NOT OBEYED. 


Board of Health May be Forced to Make 
an Example of Offenders in 
This Line. 


There have been four new cases of 
diphtheria in Thorndike during the past 
week, and one death. As the school 
has been closed for more than a week 
the cases could not have originated 
there, as many have believed. An an- 
alysis of the water taken from the 
well in the school yard, which was claimed 
was responsible for the spread of the 
disease, has been received, and the water 
is pronounced good. There seems to be 
little doubt that carelessness or wilful dis- 
obedience of the orders of the board of 
health are responsible to some extent for 
the new cases which are cropping up. 
Strict orders are given against persons 
goiog out from infected houses. In some 
cases they are obeyed as they should be; 
but in others, after an observance of a day 
or two the inmates are found going out to 
stores and other places, and even sending 
the patients to stores before the houses 
bave been fumigated and the danger of 
contagion done away with. The board of 
health has two methods at its disposal to 
remedy this; one to place an officer on guard 
over the houses day and night, and the 
other to make an example of some of the 
offenders in court, for there is a penalty of 
from $10 to $100 for failure to obey orders 
issued by the board of bealth in connec- 
tion with such cases. The board would 
dislike to take such action, but may be 
forced to do so. An idea which has pre- 
vailed to some extent is that if a family is 
shut in the board of health must support 
it, but this is not so, unless the family is 
unable to support itself, in which case the 
town will take care of them. The board 
of health is considering the adoption of 
extreme measures if their orders are not 
obeyed, and may call a special town 
meeting for an appropriation of necessary 
expenses if they are compelled to do so. 
As a better means of precaution future 
cases of diphtheria will be subjected to a 
microscopic examination when they de- 
velop, and again when they appear to be 
cured, and the houses will not be fumigated 
nor the patients allowed to go out until the 
examination shows that all danger of 
contagion is over. 





At Eventide. 


I have long regarded William Cullen 
Bryant as the foremost of our American 
poets in some important respects. Others 
surpass him in quantity and possibly in 
wide learning and high scholarship, but in 
closeness to nature, in the deeper and 
more intellectual and spiritual forms of 
life, and the perfection of language and 
poetic rythm, he is unsurpassed. Whittier 
at his best comes nearer to him in these 
respects than any of the others. Bryant’s 
first great effort when a very young man, 
and some of his later pieces, establish the 
question of his eminent poetical genius. 
One piece in particular has for years been 
a special favorite with me, and never more 
go than recently, as I have approached the 
evening of life. Its brief title, ‘‘Life,” 
conveys no adequate idea of its special 
beauty and comprehensive expression of 
the great questions of life at its several 
stages, especially the later ones, which I 
have termed, “At Eventide.” 

With what fine tact and beauty he de- 
seribes the morning of life, the sunshine- 
joys and all the delectable things of those 
early days, before the storms and trials 
come. 


“Oh, Life! I breathe thee in the breeze, 
I feel thee bounding in my veins; 
I see thee in these stretching trees, 
These flowers, this still rock’s mossy stains.” 


But the change soon begins to appear, 
and the more serious aspects of life attract 
his attention: 


“Ah! must this mighty breath, that wakes 
Insect and bird, and flower and tree 

From the low-trodden dust, and makes 
Their daily gladness, pass from me— 


Pass, pulse by pulse, till o’er the round 
These limbs, now strong, shall creep with 


And Rar tair world of sight and sound 

Seem fading into night again?” 

But he soon passes from this somber 
mid-day view of life to speak of the 
approaching eventide, the period specially 
had in view in this writing. Here Bryant 
is at his best, and takes up the great 
thought of life in its personal, intellectual 
and spiritual nature, as derived from God 
and tending to God and endless existence; 
the present stage of existence being but 
the prelude or introduction to that which 
is to come. 


“Well, I have had my turna—have been 
Raised from the darkness of the clod, 
4.odJor a glorious moment seen 
The briyhuess of the skirts of God; 


And knew the Ight within my breast, 
Though waverlig oftentimes and dim, 
The power, the wil that never rest 
And cannot die, vere all from him.” 


Wordsworth’s gre ode on immortal- 
ity hardly surpasses tlis. And all of us as 
the evening of life gattlers ~hout us, can 
feel the beauty and strength £ such 
thoughts when the mere sense-life of the 
present is fading away. 

Here the poet goes back again to the 
early days of childhood, like Wordsworth, 
and appeals to the little one dancing 
around him in these tender and beautiful 
words: ; 


“Dear child! I know that thou wilt grieve 
To see me taken from thy love; 

Wilt seek my grave at Sabbath eve 
And weep and scatter flowers above. 


Thy little heart will soon be healed ; 
And being shall be bliss, till thou 

To younger forms of life must yield 
The place thou fillst with beauty now. 


When we descend to dust apaln. 
Where will the final dwel ing be 

Of thought and all its memories then, 
My love for thee, and thine for me?”’

QUABOAG HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Holds an Interesting Autumnal Meeting 
Tuesday at Warren. 

The autumnal field day of the Quaboag 
Historical Society was held at Warren 
Tuesday. The elements were especially 
propitious for the morning exercises, 
which were held under the Washington 
elm near the Keyes homestead on Wash- 
ington street. This street is a part of the 
old turnpike road from Boston to Spring- 
field, and near it are sections of the old 
Indian trail, known as the “Bay Path.” 
A large number from Warren and the ad- 
joining towns gathered under the tree, 
from which the stars and stripes fluttered 
in the breeze. Mr. William P. Canning 
gave an interesting sketch of points of 
interest in Indian lore, Faulkner hill near 
the residence of Newell Cutler on the 
North road being especially rich. Here is 
the Indian burying ground, a rock pocket 
or Indian cave, and also a rock which was 
evidently used as an observation point. 
Near the farm of John Lawrence is also @ 
fine rock pocket, while portions of the “Bay 
Path” are plainly discernable in various 
localities. Interesting and various rem- 
iniscences were given by Mr. William 
Combs, one of the town’s oldest residents ; 
he is as hale at 88 as many who are much 
younger. His recollections dated back to 
1818, when the town numbered only 
about twenty-one buildings. Mr. Combs 
has been in the undertaking business 70 
years, and was able to give many earlier 
funeral customs. The first coffins cost $1 
per foot; the hearse resembled a two- 
wheeled cart. The coffins were of wood, 
the only finish being a coat of beeswax 
and turpentine. The tithing man and the 
unheated churches, the bottles which held 
the liquor for the ministers, and the old 
custom of toddy drinking were all humor- 
ously referred to by Mr. Combs. After 
inspecting the Keyes house, which was 
erected in 1740, adjournment was made to 
the Congregational church for lunch. 

The afternoon session opened at 1.30 
with President Daniel Chamberlain as 
presiding officer. An inspiring and scholar- 
ly address on ‘New England Character 
Building” was given by Rev. Jesse Forbes 
of Broadway Tabernacle, New York, after 
which Miss Ellen Larned of Connecticut 
read a paper on the ‘Early Militia.” 
Music was furnished by a chorus choir 
under the leadership of William Hitchcock. 


Ware Fire Department Inspection. 


The annual inspection of the Ware fire 
department was held in Ware Saturday 
and a large number of people were present 
from the neighboring towns. The parade 
formed in front of the engine house and 
was made up as follows: F. P. Clark and 
Edward H. Gilbert, marshals; Ware 
police; Second Regiment band of Spring- 
field; companies of firemen; judges; 
hose wagons; hook and ladder; steamer; 
Jobn Schoonmaker and Felix Bombard, 
marshals; Lily drum corps of Chicopee 
Falls and the companies of the different 
manufacturing concerns.

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HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S OUTING. 


Wilbraham Mountain and Its Historic 
Spots Paid a Visit. 


Last Saturday a goodly number of the 
members of the Palmer Historical Society 
participated in their only outing of the 
season, Wilbraham mountain being the 
objective point. The weather contributed 
its full quota of requirements to make the 
trip enj»yable. The route led through 
North Wilbraham and Wilbraham street, 
past the Beebe and Wigwam Hill farms to 
the summit of the mountain, which is 900 
feet above tide water. Many points of 
historic interest were pointed out on the 
way, and matters connected with them 
discussed, including the sites of the two 
Scott taverns, the Graves tavern, and the 
Indian village opposite the Poole house. 
As a matter of course we stopped under 
the spreading branches of the patriarchal 
Washington Elm to admire its stately 
form, and before reaching North Wilbra- 
ham we tarried to locate the place where 
Marcus Lyons was murdered for his money 
nearly three-quarters of a century ago. 
The classic shades of Wesleyan Halls 
gave an added zest to the occasion, and as 
we ascended the mountain slope the 
location of the first church in Wilbraham 
was pointed out on Wigwam Hill farm, as 
well as the site of the wigwam of the last 
Indian of the town, about the time of its 
settlement in 1730. 

The summit where our party epjoyed its 
junch is now a smooth open pasture and 
commands a delightful view of Wilbraham 
plains, and a long stretch of the Con- 
necticut river valley north and south from 
Springfield, and of the hills which rise in 
terraced grandeur beyond till they touch 
proud Greylock on the north and the 
rounded domes of Blandford on the south, 
affording a restful and delightful panorama 
for the lover of nature to feast upon. 
Several camera views were taken on the 
summit as souvenirs of the occasion. The 
delicious mountain air gave each one a 
keen appetite for the bountiful luncheon 
provided for the occasion, and for the 
aromatic coffee prepared with mysterious 
rites under the supervision of our vice 
president, whose shadow it is hoped will 
never grow less. The luncheon hour was 
spiced with wit and repartee, and the 
reading of that curious poem written one 
hundred and forty years ago about the 
death of young Merrick from the bite of a 
rattlesnake, which happened in viéw of 
our camp. The poem was pronounced, in 
one respect, superior to much which 
Browning has written, in that one knows 
just what every word means. 

But all occasions, however enjoyable, 
come to an end, so at last the westering 
sun bade us prepare for our homeward 
trip, which took us past the farm of Miss 
Beebe, whose well-tilled acres and general 
signs of thrift attest what a woman can do 
in the way of farming. By the way, Miss 
Beebe is a worthy descendant of Robert 
Olds or Qulds, the first permanent settler 
of Monson. We continued our way down 
through Colton Hollow, where the roadside 
was fringed with stately ferns and em- 
purpled with asters, or aglo with the 
luring oriflame of the rhusoenenata, then 
over the high ridge which affords many 
pleasant vistas of Monson and Palmer, 
- down to the quarry road home. All voted 
the trip a perfect success, and Joseph 
Allen a model bargeconductor.

THE TRUSTS. 


Congress Should Be Given the Power to Act 
In the Matter. 


The record of the Democratic party 
upon this subject is not one in which it 
can take special pride or satisfaction. 
When in power it has shown itself en- 
tirely incompetent to grapple with the 
question. Its investigations have re- 
sulted in referring the matter to subse- 
quent congresses. Its work has never 
been constructive. It is significant that 
these great combinations do not come to 
Republican Massachusetts, seeking in- 
corporation. Our corporation laws 
(especially those which prevent over- 
capitalization and compel publicity) are 
not attractive to them. Many of the 
states have enacted stringent anti-trust 
laws, but they cannot compel New 
Jersey or Delaware or West Virginia to 
do so. Combinations to corner the mar- 
ket to control the necessaries of life, to 
restrict production, to raise prices or to 
restrain trade have been pronounced by 
the courts contrary to public policy and 
void. But as it is impossible to secure 
uniformity of action on the part of the 
states, we believe that congress shall 
have power to act. To that end an 
amendment to the constitution was pro- 
posed during the last session of congress 
and passed through the house by the 
votes of the Republican majority. The 
record of the Republican party is not 
confined entirely to ‘‘resolutions’’ and 
“investigations.” Carefully considered 
legislation has been placed upon the 
statute books. Its efforts have been and 
will continue to be to destroy combina- 
tions formed for illegal purposes—to 
control and regula® all proper combina- 
tions of capital, and compel them to ren- 
der just and honest service to the people.

No president was ever more bit- 
terly maligned than was President Mc- 
Kinley because he shrank from a declar- 
ation of war. Is it any wonder that he 
hesitated to plunge a happy and pros- 
perous country into war? He could not 
well forget that war meant sacrifice, 
meant sorrow and suffering for Ameri- 
can hearts and homes. When a mere 
boy of 18 he responded to Abraham Lin- 
coln’s call for volunteers. From per- 
sonal experience he know something of 
the inevitable misery of war. He 
sought to avoid it. God bless him for it! 
Finally diplomacy was exhausted and 
the war came. You know its glorious 
story, how complete triumph came to 
American arms on land and on sea, 
Spain’s flag upon the island of Cuba 
came down, and its people were free. 
Our pledge to withdraw from the island 
and leave the government to its people 
will be sacredly kept. As our president 
did not shrink from war when war came, 
so he has not hesitated to face the duties 
and obligations which followed that war. 

Of what material is Mr. McKinley's 
“imperialism”? made up? By the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of Paris (and cer- 
tainly both parties are responsible for 
that ratification) we acquired sov- 
ereignty over the Philippine islands. An 
insurrection broke out; our flag was in- 
Bulted; those who wear our uniforms 
were fired upon. What was our presi- 
dent to do? Turn his back upon the 
nation’s duty, leave the government of 
the islands to that faction which had 
assailed us and order our boys to run 
away? No! William McKinley is not 
that kind of a man, not that kind of a 
president. He has striven to put down 
that insurrection, to compel recognition 
of our sovereignty, and to restore law 
and order. That accomplished, he will 
establish a government in which the 
people shall have the largest share of 
which they are capable. He will build 
schoolhouses, see that impartial justice 
administered, and that the people are 
protected.

Does this mean op- 
pression? The work of Leonard Wood 
in Cuba, Judge Taft in the Philippines 
and our own Charley Allen in Porto Rico 
is a complete answer. Their intelligent 
and self-sacrificing work reflects the 
high and noble purpose of the president 
who appointed them, 

But be it said in all seriousness, there 
is a party which believes in and which 
practices imperialism, which plays the 
part of a tyrart, not toward aliens ten 
thousand miles away, but toward Amerl- 
can citizens living within our own bor- 
ders whose freedom and citizenship was 
secured by the sacrifice of our bravest 
sons and the shedding of our best blood 
during four long years of civil war. Let 
me quote a few sentences from a speech 
made by Senator Tillman (whom I con- 
sider the ablest of the Bryan leaders) at 
the last session of congress. He was 
speaking of the attitude of his party to- 
ward our colored citizens. He said: 
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“We took the government away. We 
stuffed the ballot boxes. We shot them. 
We are not ashamed of it. With that 
system, force, tissue ballots, etc., we got 
tired ourselves, so we called a constitu- 
tional convention and we eliminated, as 
I have said, all of the colored people 
whem we could under the 14th and 15th 
amendments.” With that frank but 
brutal statement ringing in the ears of 
the American people can they listen 
trustfully, respectfully or even patiently 
to the reading of the Kansas City plat- 
form with its cant about ‘the consent 
of the governed,’ with its statement 
that “any government not based upon 
the consent of the governed is tyranny, 
and that to impose upon any people a 
government of force is to substitute the 
methods of imperialism for those of a 
republic.” 

Surely at this inspiring epoch there is 
service for the Republican party to ren- 
der. It is no time for change or for ex- 
periment. During the splendid march 
of events of the past 40 years the Repub- 
lican party has been trusted almost ex- 
clusively with the administratidn of the 
government.

A friend down east writes and wants 
to know why I don’t become a banker, a} 
capitalist, a landlord or something else 
where money is easily made. He says I 
am cut out for just such a job. 

“That noble nose of yours, that chin 
and that forehead as portrayed in your 
pictures belong to a man who should 
have money.” 

I agree with the gentleman. I should 
have money—but because I should, it is 
no sign that I have. Anyfow, this mouey 
question is awfully depressing. ‘The more 
I think of it the worse it seems. Why, it’s | 
no trouble at all for me to conjure up } 
moneyed ghosts—for instance in the 
shape of bills from the doctor, the bicycle 
man, the clothier, the milkmaid, the— 
the, oh, hundreds of others, to say noth- 
ing of the benevolent fellows who have 
loaned me V’s and X's from time to time. 

“The Shy Bank.” Or 

“The Bank of Shy.’”’ Or 

“Mr. Shy, Banker.” 

Wouldn’t any one of the three signs 
look well over a big double door to a 
banking institution? On a granite front, 
17 story, fireproof structure? That's 
what I am coming to. The fact of the 
matter is that literature does not pay as 
well as it did in the days of some fellows 
you read about in history and newspa- 
pers. 

In my mind there’s nothing like being 
a banker or a landlord or something as 
easy. From what I can learn all one has 
to do is to buy property. If the returns 
are invested in just the right way you 
can buy more property, and so on and so 
on and so on. 

Then the first thing you know you have 
a big bank account, and with a big bank 
account you can start anything you de- 
sire. You can build railroads or do most 
anything to make more money. 

I have been advised that the most diffi- 
cult thing about the whole matter is to 
get the start. Unless one makes a start 
there can be no finish. 

There nre several ways of making a 
start. One is to save from your child- 
hood days right along through rapidly ap- 
proaching and disappearing years. That 
seems to be a very successful way. The 
trouble is that one gets in the habit of 
saving, and when it comes to spending 
one will hesitate as much as if a tooth 
were to be extracted.

Belchertown Cattle Show. 


In spite of the pouring rain all day 
Wednesday the forty-fifth annual fair 
and cattle show was held at Belchertown 
and was attended by about 1500 people. 
The procession, led by Chief Marshal H. 
C. West, and six small boys for aids, was 
formed at 1030 and marched around the 
common. Behind the marshals came the 
Westfield band and the caraiages and 
floats. The number of decorated carriages 
was not as large as it would have been if 
the weather had been pleasant, but what 
there were showed a greater amount of 
work than for several years. C.S. Knight 
received the premium for the best float and 
C. H. Randall for the best decorated car- 
riage. There was a good exhibition of 
cattle, larger than the average of other 
years, but the exhibits in all the other 
classes were decidedly small. The hall 
exhibit was not large, there being only a 
small collection of fruits and vegetables 
and one small table of fancy articles. The 
cat show was especially good and attracted 
considerable attention. There was an 
exhibit of drawing, language work, num- 
ber work and geographical work by the 
pupils of the Franklin and Liberty schools 
and was worthy of special notice. Several 
cases of insects were exhibited by Rev. A. 
H. Manee and D. R. Ward showed a hand- 
made spread 100 years old, some ancient 
china and a foot-stove of the last century’s 
pattern. The largest display of fruits was 
made by A.B. Howard. The crowd which 
attended was very disorderly and several 
urrests were made during the day. The 
fair was continued yesterday on account 
of the rainy weather Wednesday, and 
about 4000 people attended and the crowd 
was much more orderly than the first day’s. 
There were many additions to the hall ex- 
hibits, among them being a collection of 
photographs by Mr. Harwood of Enfield.

The work of 
cleaning up and laying out the grounds 
selected at North Monson on the property 
of L. C. Flynt was commenced at once, 
and from uneven mowing lands and brushy 
hills and ravines the course has been con- 
stantly improved until now, although far 
from perfection, it is called in good shape. 
The course of six holes was laid out by 

Dan Leitch of Springfield, and will later 
be increased to at least a 9-hole course. 
The whole lay of the course is of the

At a meeting of the club held Friday 
night, June 15th, a letter was read frum a 
syndicate of members of the club from 
Palmer and Monson, proposing to build a 
club house to cost not less than $1000, to be 
paid for as follows: The first year 10 per 
cent of the principal, with interest; the 
second year 15 per cent of the remaining 
principal, with interest; the third year, 20 
per cent of the remaining principal with 
interest; the balance in yearly payments 
of 25 per cent, with interest, until paid for. 
The club voted to accept this proposition, 
and work was commenced at once, and on 
one of the most beautiful spots in this 
vicinity, has been erected the Louse which 
is the pride of every member of the club, 
as it bas been built and fitted upin the 
most modern ways.

MONSON NEWS. 


Methodist Church’s 50th Anniversary. 

Last Sunday marked the 50th anniver- 
sary of the dedication of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in this town. Since that 
time many marked changes have taken 
place and a great many improvements 
made. From a handful of devout follow- 
ers of Methodism the society has increased 
rapidly until at the present time there is a 
large congregation. The church was com- 
pleted Oct. 8, 1850, at a cost—including 
grounds, etc.—of $3300; of this amount 
$1595 was raised by subscription, and over 
$400 from pew rent the first year. Since 
that time many improvements have been 
made on both the inside and outside of the 
church. In 1860 the building was enlarged 
to its present size ata cost of about $7000. 
In 1880 the auditorium was thoroughly 
overhauled at a cost of $800. The parson- 
age was purchased in 1893 for $2800. In 
1897 the church was given a general reno- 
vating from top to bottom, including new 
windows, seats, metal ceilings, carpets, and 
the whole building lighted by electricity. 
The whole outlay this time was over $3000. 
When these repairs were finished rededica- 
tory exercises were held Jan. 17, 1897, 
under the pastorate of Rev. W. H. Marble. 
The present pastor is Rev. A.W. L. Nelson. 
There are but a very few of the members 
of the congregation of 1850 who are now 
living in this place. 


Electric Road Track at Flynt’s Turnout 
to Remain as It Is. 


The franchise granting the Palmer and 
Monson Street Kailway Company a pas- 
sageway under the railroad bridge at the 
Flynt turnout expired Sept. 30th, and has 
been replaced with a new one giving the 
company the same right for aterm of ten 
years, subject to the same conditions as 
before, which allow the selectmen the right 
to change the present conditions if they so 
decide.

Inhabitants of Milk. 


Edward Verney, in an article on 
‘*The Inhabitauts of Milk,”’ states that 
ifa drop of milk be mixed with gela- 
tin and examined under a microscope 
some hours afterward it will be found 
that three different operations have 
taken place through the engineering 
skill of bacteria. In one part of the 
gelatin excavations have been made, in 
another little hillocks have been thrown 
up, and in a third liquid lakes bave 
been formed. Through the careless 
methods employed in milking cows and 
the subsequent exposure of the fluid to 
contaminations it should never be used 
as a beverage, except after heating ata 
temperature of 140 degrees F. Of the 
infectious influences to which milk ts 
open Mr. Verney mentions among oth- 
ers the nonrejection of the first flow 
from the udder of the cow, the dust 
and dirt on the coat of the animal und 
the unclean hands of the milker From 
a cow where absoJate cleanliness was 
enforced the ilk contained only 380 
bacteria. 2#@ Same volume taken under 
the val conditions from a mixed herd 
spowed 15,000 bacteria. Professor 
Fleischmann says that thorough sani- 
tary precautions are almost totally ig- 
nored in the milking of cows.

follows: 
Monson, Oct. 13, 1900. 


To the Congregational Church in Monson: 


DEARLY BELOVED:—A few weeks ago IL was 
surprised by an invitation from the Christian 
Endeavor Union of India, Burmah and Ceylon 
to become its General Secretary. Such a call 
could not be put lightly aside. I have tried to 
consider it carefully and wisely, seeking infor- 
mation from those best qualified to estimate 
the need of such work, and my own fitness 
therefor, as wellas imploring the guidance of 
our heavenly Father. 

Deliberating thus, I have been constrained to 
believe that this invitation is a divine voice 
calling me to India. Therefore [ resign the 
pastorate of this church, said resignation to 
take effect Jan. 22, 1901. When you have ac- 
cepted the same,I desire to unite with you in 
calling a council to review our proceedings 
and, if deemed advisable, to dissolve the 
pastoral relation now existing between us. 

In laying down this office, which in the provi- 
dence of God I have been permitted to hold for 
a longer period than any of my predecessors 
since the distinguished career of Dr. Ely, I 
desire to express myeeratiende to God for the 
privilege of having n during s0 many years 
your servant for Jesus’ sake. My mata in 
your behalf has been very happy. I have had 
the sadness of frequent partings as many of 
our dear ones have gone home to the church 
triumphant; but even amid such sorrows God 
has rranted me the joy of bringing to you 
afresh the gospel of His holy comfort. He has 
given me the privilege a'so of seeing the church 
grow in numbers, in activity and in spiritual 
power. 

Your officers have been both loyal and wise 
and I have honored them as your faithful repre- 
sentatives and my trusted counsellors. The 
venerable men and women have been patient 
with my manifold weaknesses, and to the 
devotion of our young peoule is due the un- 
usual fact that in mature life your pastor has 
been called toa wide field of labor in behalf of 
young Christians. No quarrel has vexed the 
peace of this church and so faras I can recall 
no one of you has ever spoken to me an unkind 
word. If one such word to you has ever passed 
my lips, or if one unlovely thought concerning 
you has ever been harbored in my heart I pray 
God to forgive me. So far as self-knowledge 
extends I can truly say, to every member of 
this parish, “I have loved you; I love you now; 
I shall love you always.”’ Therefore if it were 
the will of God and for your advantage it 
would be easy to linger amid these familiar 
scenes. ButI have taught you to do the right 
thing rather than the easy thing; and accord- 
ing to my own teaching [ must not consider 
myself but the need of others far away and 
also the possibility that a new voice, new forms 
of expression and new methods may bring the 
gospel to yourhearts with new power. Personal 
preferences ought not to control me, and so far 
as I am aware no such preferences have in- 
fluenced my decision. For the sake of others, 
in India and in Monson, I go hence. 

As you well know our hearts will ache with 
deeper grief than we can ever tell as my wife 
and I caw nearer the day that separates us 
from our blessed people Nor will it be easv 
to leave the Academy, the town, the delightful 
fellowship of churches and ministers 10 this 
county and the wide circle of young people in 
this commonwealth who have honored me so 
far beyond my deserts. Buths who has given 
me the heavenly vision of duty, will give also 
the strength to obey that vision. 

For myrelf, in the wrench of parting and in 
the stress of future responsibility incident to a 
work for whose special peculiarities no one has 
furnisised a precedent, I ask your frequent and 
earnest prayers. For this church, | beseech 
your continual service. And most of all, for 
our Saviour I entreat your deepest love.

Rev. F. S. Hatch was born in the little 
town of Chelsea, Vt., Aug. 12, 1846, and 
was educated in the public schools, and 
academy of that town. At the age of 
sixteen he accepted a position with a large 
grocery concern at Montpelier, Vt., re- 
maining there for one year. For the next 
four years he was in the employ of a large 
stationery house in Boston, a part of the 
time traveling for them on the road, and 
his experience in this line of work was of 
great value in his career later, as he gained 
a wide acquaintance and knowledge of 
human character. At the age of 21 he 
decided tu study for the ministry, and 
entered Phillips Academy at Andover, 
taking the classical course and graduating 
from that place in 1869. He then entered 
Amberst College, completing a four-years’ 
course in 1873 His professional training 
was acquired at the Hartford Theological 
Seminary, and before completing his 
studies there he received a call to the 
Congregational church at West Hartford, 
Ct, which he decided to accept, being 
ordained as its pastor June 7, 1876. After 
seven years’ work there he became secre- 
tary of the Hurtford Theological Semi- 
nary, remaining there three years, and 
during that time preaching from the 
various pulpits in that vicinity and 
supplying for several months at churches 
in Ware, Mass., East Hartford and Col- 
chester, Ct. He received a call to the 
pastorate of the Congregational church of 
Monson in 1896, and was installed as its 
pastor Nov. 30th of that~year, and will

Knox of Palmer, D B Needhamof Monson 
and Dr. Sawin of Wales were appointed a 
comuittee on ballots. The nomination of 
candidates being in order, E. E Hobson of 
Palmer secured the floor and placed in 
the name of H. E. Shaw of 
Wales as u man who could fairly be ex- 
pected to win a Republican victory in the 
district for the first time in five years; who 
was in every respect qualified to fill the 
position, and who would make an ener- 
getic canvass; a man unquestioned 
ability and integrity, always a Republiean, 
with nothing against and everything in his 
favor. H. A. McFarland of Wales took 
the tloor and announced that while the 
delegates from his town—to which the 
nomination belonged by right of agree- 
in favor he 
could not be a candidate, as if elected he 
would have to resign his special justice- 
ship in the Eastern Hampden district 
court. He thought the Wales delegates 
ought to have the privilege of naming the 
man, and hadin his mind one who would 
poll the largest vote in the district, ex- 
cepting of course he for whom the dele- 
gates were originally chosen; he was a 
manufacturer, and if it was deemed 
unwise to nominate such a man this year 
he was willing to step one side. The 
opinion of the convention was asked on 
this point, and it was decided that a manu- 
facturer could be elected. Dr. Fuller of 
Monson suggested that the Wales 
gates sught to be supported in their choice 
if they were unanimeus, and Mr 
announced that they were, being supported 
by Mr. Needham, who placed in nomina- 
tion the name of Joseph H. Loudon of 
Wales. Mr. Loudon addressed the 
vention, announcing his 
step down and outin favor of a man nota 
manufacturer if that seemed best; but if a 
Wales manufacturer were to be considered 
be thongbt he onght to be that man. The 
question of the standing of the Wales 
caucus voters was touched upon by Mr 
McFarland, who said that both parties 
had made a house-to-house canvass for 
votes, and one was no more to blame than 
the other. L E Chandler of Palmer read 
by request a sigoed statement from Wales 
Republicans against a list of 26 names of 
Demecrats who voted in the Republican 
caucus. A ballot was taken and resulted 
15 for Mr. Loudon and 10 for Mr. Shaw. 


On motion of Mr. Hobson the nomination 
of Mr. Loudon was made unanimous. It 
was voted that the district committee be 
comprised of the chairman of the several 
town committees with the Palmer member 
as chairman with power to call the next 
convention.

Loudon addressed the convention and 
promised never to do, eitherin or out of 
the Legislature, anything unworthy of his 
constituents, and the convention § ad- 
journed. 


The Democratic convention was held in 
Palmer Tuesday, being called to order by 
D. D. Meaney of Monson. Oscar F. Brown 
of Brimfield was chosen chairman and 
Charles S. Tarbell of the same town clerk. 
A committee on credentials—D. F. Dillon 
of Palmer, D. E. Parker of Wales and 
A. H. Danforth of Monson—reported 14 of 
the entitled 15 delegates in attendance, 
seven from Palmer, three from Monson, 
two each from Wales and Brimfield. It 
being voted that nominations were in 
order, D. F. Dillon arose and began by 
Saying that never had the prospects for 
electing a Democrat in the district been 
brighter.

Notices have been posted for some time 
in the post office asking for bids for carry- 
ing the mails on star routes. A new 
specification is that the contractor shall 
live on the route and shall not sub-let the 
contract. Heretofore it has been the cus- 
tom for some man to bid off a few hun- 
dred contracts and then sub-let them to 
any one he chose, Another new feature 
will be the requiring of the contractor to 
deliver to residents along the ruute 
traveled by him in carrying the mails, 
mail addressed to them when suitable 
boxes for its reception are erected for the 
purpose, and the postmaster at the office 
where the mail is usually received is 
notified in writing that the mail is desired 
delivered. The receiver must live without 
the corporate limits of a town, and more 
than 80 rods from the post office, and mail 
will not be carried past an office for de-

Wilbraham Pastor to Celebrate 
That Event Monday. 


LONGEST SERVICE IN THE COUNTY. 


A Man of Rare Attainments and Literary 
Ability, Widely Known, Greatly 
Loved and Honored. 

2ev. Martin S. Howard, who completes 
next Monday his thirty-second year as 
pastor of the First Congregational church 
of Wilbraham, though not yet an old man, 
enjoys the distinction of being the only 
minister in Hampden county who has 
served one church for a like period of 
time. Of the pastors of all religious de- 
nominations in the state only six, now in 
active service, have been settlea over one 
church longer than he. During this long 
pastorate he has preached over eighteen 
hundred sermons, solemnized one hun- 
dred seventeen marriages, officiated at 
three hundred fifty funerals, not including 
services at the graves of those brought 
from out of town for burial in the Wilbra- 
bam cemeteries; served for a time on the 
school board and fifty or sixty terms on the 
examining board of Wesleyan Academy, 
bas received into the church between two 
and three hundred members, published one 
small volume, ‘Dawn and Eventide,” and 
twenty-five sermons, addresses, orations, 
etc., besides much other work for the press. 
In addition to his other duties he was for

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at Amherst, the first two above named 
were of the small number, seven, present. 
Alter leaving college Mr. Howard taught 
for a time in South Dennis, Mass., and 
Sept. 26, 1855, married Miss Mary Adeline 
Carlton of Holliston, Mass., a teacher in 
the public schools of that town, as she had 
been in those of Ashland, Franklin, and of 
Greenwich, Ct. He was ordained as pastor 
of the Congregational church of West 
Yarmouth, Mass, in November of the 
sneceeding year, and after a successful 
pastorate of about three years was installed 
over the Congregational church of South 
Dartmouth, Mass., May 19, 1859. After 
four years’ service in this tield he became 
pastor of the Groveland, Mass., Congre- 
gational church Nov. 29, 1864, which posi- 
tion he retained till the feeble healih of 
Mrs. Howard necessitated a change to a 
more inland climate, and coming to Wil- 
braham he was installed Oct. 29, 1868, on 
a most ideal autumn day of balmy air, 


gorgeous coloring and mellow sunshine, a} 


fitting welcome to him who was to be the 
shepherd of this First Congregational 
church for at least over three decades of 
most eventful natioual and moral and 
religious history, years that were to mark 
most important and_ radical changes in 
religious thought and feeling, and to be 
rich in the results of the great onward 
progress of great moral and social and 
spiritual reforms. Prof. Ww. S. Tyler of 
Amberst College, a personal friend of Mr. 
Howard’s, preached the installation 
sermon, and Dr. Vaille of Palmer offered 
the installation prayer. 

Three children had been born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Howard, two of whom had been laid 
away by the sea, before the acceptance of 
tbe pastorate in Wilbraham, and in the 
Warriuer parsonage, which had been pur- 
chased for the use of the church about the 
time of Mr. Howard’s settlement, two sons 
have been born. The three children now 
living, Miss Mary Elizabeth Howard,

twelve years pastor of Grace church, North 
Wilbraham, a daughter of the Wilbraham 
First church. In all moral and social 
movements Mr. Howard has kept himself 
abreast with the times, being identified 
with all organizations tending to elevate 
the tone of the communities where he bas 
had his field of labor, and as a member of 
temperance societies and similar unions 
bas been ever active in such lines of work 
whenever opportunity has offered. The 
respect and esteem iD which he has been 
held by his colleagues in the conference 
associations is testified to by his being 
chosen frequently on committees and 
elected to office in their gatherings. He 
was selected to deliver the annual sermon 
before the Massachusetts State Ministers’ 
Association held in Springfield in 1864, and 
bas acted as scribe of the Barnstable con- 
ference of churches, also of the Old Colony 
Ministers’ Association, and of the Hamp- 
den County Ministers’ Association.

Being peculiarly happy in occasional 
poems and discourses, he has had many 
more of these to write than the average 
pastor in a country town the size of Wil- 
brabam. At the centennial celebration, in 
1880, of the incorporation of the town of 
Milford, Mass.,a hymn composed by bim for 
the occasion was sung; he also wrote the 
centennial poem, and at the banquet was 
one of the after dinner speakers with Gov. 
Long and Claflin. The poem for the dedi- 
cation of the public library presented to 
South Dartmouth, Mass., in 1890, by J. H. 
Southworth of Springfield, where Attorney 
General Moody made the address; the 
poem for the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary, in 1891, of the organization of 
the First church at Milford, Mass.; the 
hymn sung at the celebration at Wilbra- 
ham, in 1889, of the one hundredth anni- 
versary of Washington’s inauguration; the 
oration and poem at the dedication, July 4, 
1894, of the soldiers’ monument presented 
to the town of Wilbraham by Mrs. Lucia 8. 
Foskit; the oration at the town Columbian 
celebration Oct. 21, 1892; the hymn and 
address for the services at the laying of the 
corner stone of the Congregational church 
at Wilbraham, Aug. 1877; hymn for the 
dedication, June 26, 1878, of the church 
erected on the site of the one destroyed by 
fire June 24, 1877, the dedicatory address 
being by Nathaniel Burton of Hartford, 
Ct.; bymn and address for the dedication 
of the soldiers’ lot in the Woodland Dell 
cemetery; poem for Memorial Day, (the 
reading of which was repeated by request 
the following year); a poem for the golden 
wedding of the late Kev. Asa Bushnell of 
Wilbraham; the historical discourse at 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary 
of the organization of the First Congre- 
gational church of Wilbraham; sermons 
before the veterans of the G. A. R. on 
Memorial Sunday, and Memorial Day 
addresses, form a partial list of some of the 
occasional literary work he has been called 
upon to perform. 

Mr. Howard was born at Milford, Mass., 
Aug. 22, 1830, and is the son of the late 
Jotham and Mary Ann Howard. He 
joined the church in Hopedale at the early 
age of fifteen, fitted for college at Mt. 
Hollis Seminary, Holliston, Mass, and 
graduated from Amherstin the class of '55, 
a class having 53 members, of whom Presi- 
dent G. Washburn of Roberts College, 
Constantinople, Dr. E. P. Harris of 
Amherst, Gen. J.C. Colwell, past U.S. 
minister to Chili, Hon. E. E. Farman, who 
succeeded in obtaining for Central Park, 
New York, the obelisk, Cleopatra’s Needle, 
from Egypt, Rev. A.S. Fiske, brother of 
Dun Browne, Prof. W. L. Montague of 
Amherst, Dr. H. H. Derby, a celebrated 
oculist of Boston, are among the 
best known. At the forty-fifth class 


reunion attended by Mr. Howard last June 


Edwin Carleton and S. Francis, are gradu- 
ates of Wesleyan Academy and the two 
sons of the State College at Amberst. 
Miss Howard studied for a time atthe New 
England Conservatcry, Boston, and is 
organist at her father’s church and music 
teacher in the Hampden schools. Edwin 
C., who was married this summer at the 
Warriner parsonage on the 70th birthday of 


his father, is principal of the New Hart- 
ford (Ct.) high school, and S. Francis, who 
after leaving Amherst took a course of 
study at Johns Hopkins University, is 
assistant professor of chemistry at the 
State College, Amherst. 


Mr. Howard’s vacations have been spent 
largely on the New England coast, this 
last summer in Nova Scotia. In 1874 he 
enjoyed a summer trip, in company with 
Rev. A. I. Dutton of East Longmeadow, 
to England, Scotland, Ireland, Belgium, 
France, Germany, Switzerland and Italy. 
His people have taken pleasure in ob- 
serving in some way his return from these 
vacations, as wellas anniversaries of per- 
sonal significance to their pastor. On the 
26th of Sept. 1880, as he and Mrs. Howard 
were returning in the early evening from 
a visit to North Wilbraham, they were re- 
quested to meet the deacons in the church 
parlors, and great was their surprise when 
with the deacons were found assembled 
many friends and neighbors, not only from 
his two churches, but from the Methodist 
church as well, to congratulate them upon 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of their mar- 
riage. Dr. G. M. Steele of Wesleyan 
Academy, Rev. E. P. Root of Hampden, 
Rev. A. I. Dutton of East Longmeadow, 
and Rev. Asa Bushnell were among 
those who spoke on that occasion, and 
Dea. Walter Hitchcock presented a silver 
tea service in token of the sympathetic 
appreciation of the people for their pastor 
and his wife. On the tenth anniversary of 
Mr. Howard’s installation as pastor at 
Wilbraham there had been a similar 
gathering with appropriate gift, and on 
the twentieth anniversary a gold-headed 
ebony cane, suitably inscribed, was pre- 
sented at a church social at the home of 
the late Albert Bliss. The twenty-fifth 
anniversary in 1893 was marked by a large 
reception at the church and a gift of nearly 
$100. Among the speakers at this time 
were Rev. N. Vander Pyle of Grace 
church, North Wilbraham, Rev. R. W. 
Brokaw of Hope church, Rev. M. Burno-

ham, D. D., of the First cburcb, and Rev. 


L. H Cone of Olivet church, Springfield; 
WwW. R. Sessions of Hampden, Rev. W. R. 
Newell of Wesleyan Academy and Rev. 
Fayette Nichols of the Memorial Methodist 
church. When the thirtieth anniversary 
came Rey. and Mrs. Howard gave a 
reception to the parishioners at the church 
August 27 of this current year. The 
pastor’s seventieth birthday was delight- 
fully observed by another of the pleasant 
gatherings at the church and Deacon F. E 
Clark, in behalf of the parish, handed Mr. 
Howard a sum of money for his personal 
use, only stipulating that this freewill 
token of a people’s appreciation of the 
long years of service of their pastor 
should not be spent in rum or tobacco. 
Rev. W. R. Newhall, D. D., voiced the 
congratulations of Wesleyan Academy, 
Prof. Gibson, Jesse L. Rice and James 
Stephens of the Memorial Methodist 
church, H. M. Bliss, James Richards and 
G. P. Bolles of the parish; Chauncey E. 
Peck of the church committee, and Dea. 
A. A. Phelps of the church. 


It has been Mr. Howard’s pleasant 
custom to preach a sermon appropriate to 
the time, at the close of each year of his 
pastorate. This year he thought to omit 
it, but has been persuaded not to let such a 


service become a thing of the past, and 
therefore on Sunday next, at the First 
Congregational church at Wilbraham, he 
will deliver his thirty-second annual anni- 
versary address. 


MONSON REPUBLICAN RALLY. 


Congressman Gillett and Lieut.- 
Gov. Bates Speak. 


LARGE, ENTHUSIASTIC ATTENDANCE. 


Interesting Addresses by Two of the 
Prominent Party Leaders in 


Massachusetts. 


The Republican town committee of 
Monson feels well satustied with the rally 
held in Memorial Hall in that town Tues- 
day evening. There was a large and en- 
thusiastic audience present, many coming 
from the adjoining towns. The gallery 
bad been reserved for ladies and was filled 
by them, in addition to many who occupied 
seats on the floor. The Columbian band of 
Thorndike gave a concertin front of the 
hall previous to the exercises, then headed 
a delegation of young voters who marched 
to the Century Hotel and escorted the 
speakers to the hall with a torchlight pro- 
cession. They had previously been enter- 
tained at the hotel by the reception com- 
mittee, consisting of R. H. Cushman, F. E. 
Severy and Dr. H. A. Merchant. With 
the speakers on the platform were C. E. 


Fuller, chairman of the Palmer committee, 
Dr. R. V. Sawin, holding a similar position 
in Brimfield, and J. H. Loudon of Wales. 
candidate for representative. 


The meeting was called to order by R. H. 
Cushman, chairman of the town commit- 
tee, who said that the Republicans of 
Monson had been accused of a lack of en- 
thusiasm, but he thought they had so dem- 
onstrated by their actions of the evening 
that not even the Springfield Republican 
could accuse them of apathy. While sup- 
porting the national standard bearers, 
McKinley and Roosevelt, he urged all 
Republicans not to forget the rest of the 
ticket, particularly as to congressman, 


senator and representative, but to see to it 
that all were properly supported, and the 
two latter especially brought back again 
into the Republican line, where they 
belonged. 


The speakers of the evening were Con- 
gressman Frederick H. Gillett and Lieut- 
Gov. John L. Bates. The former was first 
to speak, and there must have been a slip 
of a cog somewhere, for the address he 
delivered was not the one of which the 
reporters bad an abstract,—at least they 
differed materially. No notes of his re- 
marks were taken, so of course no full 
mention of what he said can be given 
accurately. He contrasted the workings 
of the country under Democratic and 
Republican administrations, showing that 
the Democrats had failed after getting con- 
trol of the government to keep the 
promises made by them, and proving that 
what they had done had been adirect harm 
to the country, and now wanted another 
chance, while the Republican party, fol- 
lowing Democratic control, had accom- 
plished the very things the Democrats had 
said they would be unable to effect, and 
brought prosperity to the people. Pros- 
perity and big crops were not all due to 
Republican influences,—he admitted that 
Providence had a hand in it,—but by com- 
parison the country was better off and had 
prospered more under Republican than 
under Democratic rule. On one point he 
had been severely criticised,—an alleged 
failure to work for the opening of the 
Connecticut river to navigation, a measure 
which if brought out would benefit every 
inhabitant of the Connecticut valley by 
reduced freight rates. He disliked to say 
much of what he had done, but wished to 
set himself right with his constituents. 
His record would show that he had 
labored earnestly for the bill, which had 
been passed by the House but was beaten 
in the Senate; it would come up again 
this winter and he was sure it woujd pass. 
There was only one public institution in 
his district, the United States armory at 
Springfield, for which he had labored 
earnestly, in addition to promptly and 
cordially attending to the innumerable 
requests which came to him from all over 
his district, which he was glad to be able 
to do. 

Lieut.-Gov. Bates was given a hearty 
outburst of applause when he stepped to 
the front. He got his audience in good 
humor by a joke on Congressman Gillett 
and a story or two, saying that he had 
often heard of Monson and now after 
seeing it would go away with a firm con- 
viction that it was the second largest town 
in the state, and he had forgotten the name 
of the first. The Republican party had 
much to do with the history of Massa- 
chusetts in the p:st 42 years, having been 
in control practically all of that time, and 
much of the progress, prosperity and fair 
fame of the commonwealth was due to that 
party. The Democrats in recent conven- 
tions were able to find fault with only two 
things in that 42-years record—that there 
were too many commissions and that the 
Boston and Albany railroad had been 
leased to a foreign corporation without 
properly protecting Massachusetts in- 
terests. Democratic investigation of the 
commissions always resulted in finding 
that they were eithera labor of love, the 
commissioners serving without pay, or that 
they stood between the great corporations 
and the people, and so no demands for 
changes in or abolition of commissions 
had been made. In the Boston and 
Albany matter there was a mistake; the 
interests of Massachusetts were fully 
guarded, and all the rights she ever had 
preserved. The campaign was not to be 
settled on local issues however. The 
grandeur of a country did not depend on 
its extent of domain, but on its people, and 
of this country he could say What a 
people! What a past! Whata present! 
What a future! The campaign would be 
decided on the question of the future of 
the country. Its policy should be to grow 
grander and grander in the eyes of every 
nation of the world. The Democrats 
promise as well as the Republicans, and 
the only way to decide between them is in 
the light of past experience, which has 
shown Democratic administration to be a 
failure, which they themselves admit. 
The Democratic victory of 1892 brought 
hard times such as Massachusetts never 
saw before and hopes never to see again; a 
Republican victory in 1896 reversed this 
order and the country has been prosperous 
since. The three spectres of the Demo- 
crats are trusts, imperialism and mili- 
tarism. Trusts are not an issue. Both 
parties denounce them as bad, and what 
legislation has been effected against them 
has been passed and put in force by the 
Republicans. Imperialism he passed over 
without much discussion. Militarism was 
not such a bugaboo as the Democrats would 
have us suppose. Our army is now 65,000 
men, with a proposition to make it 100,000; 
that would be 8-10 of a soldier to ever 1000 
inhabitapts; Great Britain has 5, Germany 
11, Switzerland 47. A country’s liberty is 
gained and kept by her soldiers, and ours 
has nothing to fear from that source. 
There were those who feared for the safety 


of the country at the disbanding of the 
army after the civil war, but experience 
proved that at all times the country can 
trust her boys in blue. So whenin Novem- 
ber you go to the ballot box, cast your vote 
in the interests of America and her flag 
beyond the seas.

PALMER NEWS. 
District Court Yearly Report. 

The annual report of the District Court of 
Eastern Hampden has been prepared for 
forwarding to the commissioner of prisons 
by the clerk, Arthur E. Fitch. The total 
number of cases for the year ending Octo- 
ber Ist was 252, against 161 the year before. 
The list is: Drunkenness, 100 cases; mali- 
cious mischief, 23 cases; contempt, 2; dis- 
turbing the peace, 20; assault, 32; non- 
support, 2; larceny, 14; vagrancy, 7; vio- 
lation of liquor law, 3; taking team, 3; 
cruelty to animals, 4; resisting officer, 1; 
concealing mortgaged property, 2; tres- 
pass, 1; statutory offense, 1; fraud, 1; vio- 
lation of fish and game law,1. Two search 
warrants for stolen goods were issued and 
in both cases goods were found. Seven 
search warrants for intoxicating liquors 
were issued and in five of the places liq- 
uors were found.

Older Than the “F. F. V.’s.” 

In King William county there are 
two small colonies of natives whose an- 
cestry antedates that of any so called 
“PF. V.’s.’’? They are Indians, occupy- 
ing two reservations granted them by 
the state of Virginia. The first band 
numbers about 100, and is located on a 
reservation of about 1,500 acres on the 
Pamunkey river. The other is about ten 
miles distant, on the Mattapony river, 
and numbers only 50. Their reservation 
comprises 500 acres. 

The Pamunkey and Mattapony In- 
dians own their land in common and 
have tribal government. The chief and 
his council of braves are aided, how- 
ever, by a board of white trustees chosen 
by themselves. The census says of them: 

‘‘They subsist mainly by hunting and 
fishing, raising a little corn and a few 
vegetables. They send to the governor 
of Virginia annually, at about Christ- 
mas time, a present of game and fish as 
tribute and as evidence of fealty and 
loyalty. They have their own schools 
and churches. They preserve many of 
the arts and customs of their ancestors 
and still retain much of their Indian 
blood, features and characteristics. They 
make regulations to preserve as far as 
possible their purity of blood and to 
prevent the scattering of their people. 

‘“‘These Indians are the remnant of 
the once great and powerful tribe over 
which the celebrated Chief Opekanka- 
nough ruled, who held his court and his 
seat of authority at a fortified position 
at the head of York river, where West 
Point now stands. Opekankanough was 
a rival of the great Powhatan, and aft- 
erward acknowledged allegiance to 
him.’’—Southern Workman.
